MANY PRIESTS REPORTED 
KILLED IN BARCELONA 


Members of Mobs Said to Have 
Paraded in Robes of Their 
Victims.

PERPIGNAN, France, July 23.— 
A Reuters (British) dispatch says 
that mobs looted Barcelona Sunday, 
killed many priests and paraded in 
the robes of their victims. 

The priests, the unconfirmed re- 
port says, were members of a re- 
ligious seminary, Churches, con- 
vents and other religious buildings 
were burned. | 

Bodies were piled in the streets 
after the fighting. The report 
termed the mobs anarchists, pre- 
sumably not connected with rebel 
forces, 

A Spanish refugee reported he 
saw the mass execution of 15 Com- 
munists by victorious Fascist sol- 
diers at Pamplona. The Com- 
munists, he said, were lined up in 
the public square before a firing

POPE REPORTED 
DISTURBED OVER 
COUGHLIN ATS 


Recent Speech in Which 
Priest Called Roosevelt 
‘Liar’ Said to Have Given 


‘Painful Impression.’ 


VISIT AWAITED 
OF DETROIT BISHOP 


He Will Give Account of 
Pastor’s Work—Clergy- 


man Apologizes to Presi- 
dent. 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, July 23.—A high 
American prelate said today Father 
Charles E. Coughlin’s political ac- 
tivities and a recent speech in which 
he called President Roosevelt “a 
liar” had caused “a painful impres- 
sion” at the Vatican. 

Pope Pius will await the report 
of Bishop Michael Gallagher of De- 
troit before taking any action. 
Bishop Gallagher is Father Cough- 
lin’s ecclesiastical superior, and 
now is en route to the Vatican. 

The Pope is loath to act in an 
American or any other diocese ex- 
cept in conjunction with the Bishop 
of that diocese. 

Much, therefore, will depend on 
what Bishop Gallagher has to say 
to the Pope, this source added. 

To Discuss Activities. 

The prelate said the subject of 
Father Coughlin’s political activi- 
ties undoubtedly would be dis- 
cussed, and conceded it was quite 
likély the bishop had been invited 
to the Vatican to talk over the mat- 
ter. 

(In New York, Bishop Gallagher 
said that while he disapproved of 
the language used at the Cleveland 
Townsend convention by Father 
Coughlin, he had not rebuked the 
radio priest, nor did~he intend to 
rebuke him. However, the Bishop 
said all copies of the Coughlin 
speeches had been sent regularly 
to Rome, He found nothing “par- 
ticularly disturbing” in a priest 
taking political leadership, adding 
it was the duty of a priest to ex- 
press himself openly on matters in- 
volving public welfare. The Bishop 
added: “Father Coughlin has done 
this and done it well.’’) 

Drastic Action Discounted. 

Regarding reports the Pope 
might transfer Bishop Gallagher 
to another diocese and place in his 
stead another Bishop, it was said 
such action was unlikely. 


Reports of possible drastic actions 
against Father Coughlin also were 
discounted, although it, was said 
one serious complaint § against 
Father Coughlin was that he mis- 
quoted papal encyclicals on eco- 
nomic subjects. 

Another authoritative source said 
it was his “impression” Father 
Coughlin’s activities “do not please” 
the Pope, but said he knew noth- 
ing of any plan to discipline the 
priest. 

This source, also, said any possi- 
ble disciplinary action was in the 
hands of Bishop Gallagher. 

The Bishop was expected to ar- 
rive in Rome tomorrow. 


Father Coughlin Apologizes’ to 
Roosevelt in Open Letter. 
By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, July 23.—An apology 
from the Rev. Charles E. Coughlin 
to President Roosevelt for the use 
of the word “liar” in reference to 
the President in a recent Cleveland 
address will appear in the periodi- 
cal “Social Justice” tomorrow. 

In an open letter to the President, 
the priest said in part: 

“I addressed to the President of 
the United States, in a speech at 
Cleveland, O., July 16, the word 
‘liar.’ 

“For that action I now offer to the 
President of the United States my 
sincere apology. 

“It has been implied, both in the 
large section of the public press and 
elsewhere, that my action on July 
16 was due to the fact that prom- 
ises allegedly given to me in person 
by the President of the United 
States were not carried out. My ref- 
erence was not to such an action. 

“Specifically, I had in mind the 
recorded promises held out to a na- 
tion during 1932 by a candidate for 
the presidency.” 

The priest then repeated his pre- 
vious assertions that “the money 
changers have not been driven from 
the temple,” that there is greater 
concentration of wealth today than 
in 1932 and 1933, and that President 
Roosevelt encouraged Congress not 
to take the Constitution too seri- 
ously. 

“The clergyman said, “I deem it 
best for the welfare of our common 
country that you be supplanted in 
office.” 


U. 5. STEEL 10 PAY 
FOR OVERTIME AT 
TIME AND A HALF 


Agreement Reached With 
Employes’  Representa- 
tive on Basic Eight-Hour 
Day, Six Day Week. 


EFFECTIVE AUG. 1 
IN ALL ITS PLANTS 


Provision Will Apply Only 


When Excess Labor in 
Any One Day Goes Be- 
yond 15 Minutes. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, July 23.—The Unit- 


ed States Steel Corp. and its sub- 
sidiaries today announced a plan 
to compensate employes on a uni- 
form basis for overtime work, 

The agreement was reached, the 
corporation said in a_ statement, 
after consideration for a consider- 
able period. The decision was ar- 
rived at following a conference 
with employe representatives, the 
announcement said. 

A representative of the steel cor- 
poration said that the company and 
its subsidiaries did not at present 
compensate employes for overtime 
work. 

The corporation’s statement said 
in part: 

“After conferences with employe 
representatives a uniform arrange- 


ment for the payment of overtime 
effective Aug. 1, 1936, has been ap- 
proved by the United States Steel 
Corp. and its subsidiary companies. 

“The schedule covers overtime 
payment for hourly, piece work, or 
tonnage employes 

“The regular schedule of daily 
and weekly hours is estatblished on 
a basis not to exceed 8 hours a day 
or more than six regular turns 
without at least a 24-hour intermis- 
sion, thus providing for one day of 
rest in seven. 

“When employes are requested 
by the company to work beyond 
the above schedule to meet emer- 
gencies, the following basis of pay- 
ment for overtime shall apply: 

“Time and one-half time will be 
paid for time worked in excess of 
eight hours per day. This provision 
will only apply when the overtime 
in any one day exceeds 15 minutes. 

“Time and one-half time will be 
paid for time worked in excess of 
the regular six-day or six-turn 
weekly working schedule, provided 
the employe has worked six con- 
secutive days or turns.” 


FOUR TRAINMEN KILLED, 
15 HURT, IN GEORGIA WRECK 


Passenger Trains on Central of 
Georgia Road Collide Near 
Ogeechee,

OGEECHEE, Ga., July 23.—Four 
trainmen were killed and at least 
15 persons injured in a head-on col- 


lision between two Central of Geor- 
gia passenger trains today a mile 
and a half north of here. 

The engineer and fireman of both 
trains were killed, a mail clerk was 
scalded and a baggage master and 
the flagman were injured. None 
of the passengers was seriously 
hurt. 

The trains were listed as No. 1 
and No. 6. No. 1 left Savannah at 
7:40 a. m., for Macon and Atlanta. 
No. 6 left Augusta at 7:40 a. m., 
for Savannah. 


WOMAN DISAPPEARS AT SEA 


With Husband Was Passenger on 
Norwegian Freighter.

SAN PEDRO, Cal., July 23.—Re- 
sults of an inquiry into the disap- 
pearance of Mrs. Wendell R. Fron- 
ville of Chicago from the Norwe- 
gian freighter Somerville will be 
forwarded to the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment. A special board of in- 
quiry took testimony when the So- 
merville arrived from Shanghai, 
China. Mrs. Fronville vanished at 
sea several days ago. 

Dr. O. E. Nelson, Norwegian Vice- 
Consul, declined to discuss the tes- 
timony. Among the witnesses was 
the woman’s husband, a salesman, 
one of five passengers on the 
freighter.

Fraud Evidence in Jimmie Miller's Ward 
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NO OFFICIAL AC 
ON GROSS FRAUDS 
IN REGISTRATION 


Nothing Done to Bring 
Guilty to Book—Circuit 
Attorney Writes Letter to 
James A. Waechter. 


No official action has been taken 
thus far to identify and bring to 
trial any of the many persons who 


must be guilty of criminal partici- 
pation in the wholesale registration 
frauds which the Post-Dispatch is 
exposing, the first reports of which 
were given in the first edition of 
yesterday's paper. 

The only official notice taken of 
the expose was in a letter written 
by Circuit Attorney Franklin Mil- 
ler to James A. Waechter, chairman 
of the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, yesterday afternoon, in 
which Mr, Miller mentioned the re- 
ports in the Post-Dispatch and said, 
“I assume these charges will be 
promptly investigated by the 
board,” 

“Legal” Evidence of Fraud. 

He added that if “legal” evidence 
of fraud should be found, he would 
like to have such evidence submit- 
ted to him for presentation to the 
Grand Jury. In this connection he 
said the present Grand Jury would 
be in vacation during the month of 
August and that its term would 
expire and it would be discharged 
Sept. 11. 

The primary election at which 
the fraudulent names are intended 
to be voted will take place Aug. 4. 

The law permits the Circuit At- 
torney or the judge wha empaneled 
the grand jury to call it into session 
at any time during its term regard- 
less of recess or vacation, so that 
the present grand jury could be 
employed immediately and at any 
time or continuously up to Sept. 11. 

Grover W, Dalton of Poplar Bluff, 
chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, sent a telegram yester- 
day from St. Louis to Gov. Park, 
calling on him to remove the entire 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
Republican as well as Democratic 
members, all the Governor’s appoin- 
tees. 

Dalton cited the Post-Dispatch’s 
expose of fraud, and said the Elec- 
tion Board was responsible for 
“this distressing as well as repre- 
hensible condition,” and should be 
removed and replaced with “men or 
women who will speedily clean up 
this mess and restore honest and 


jfair elections in St. Louis.” 


Gov. Park’s Statement. 

Park, after receiving Dal- 
ton’s letter, said: “I wish to make 
an investigation of my own before 
I make any statement.”

Added evidences of fraud, in the 
record-size registration for the Aug. 
4 primary, are presented by the 
Post-Dispatch today, following its 
disclosures yesterday of wholesale 
frauds in the Fourth, Fifth and 
Sixth wards. 

Besides the downtown river wards 
named, indications are increasing 
that the padding of rolls occurred 
also outside the downtown area. 
The Second, a northern river ward, 
and the Nineteenth and Twenty- 
third, central residence wards, af- 
forded instances of irregularities 
similar to those shown in the 
Fourth, Fifth and Sixth. 

Inquiry by Post-Dispatch report- 
ers into the colonizing of fictitious 
or far-away voters in vacant build- 
ings, or buildings with only a few 
actual occupants, has pointed to at 
least 900 cases of palpable fraud in 
the wards named. 

Places to Be Investigated, 

Among the places where the en- 
roliments of voters are either ob- 
viously fraudulent, or are plainly 
proper subjects for official investi- 
gation, are: 

No, 1101 Chestnut street, down- 
stairs vacant and locked, 21 reg- 
istered; upstairs, 23 registered; 
clerk says they live there. 

Broadway Hotel, 419 Wash 
street, 57 registered; 11 not 
known to proprietor. 

Pacific Hotel, 905 Market 
street, 120 registered; manage- 
ment says they live there. 

Princess.Hotel, 14 North ELight- 
eenth street, 86 registered; only 
25 of names recognized by man- 
agement. 

St. Charles Hotel, 902 St. 
Charles street, 75 registered, only 
two names recognized by person 
in charge. Building has 18 rooms. 

Y. M. C. A., 1528 Locust street, 
192 registered, only 54 now known 
to management as residing there. 
Some of the other names are 
those of former roomers; most of 
them are not known to the man- 
agement. Management last spring 
sent list of permanent guests to 
Election Board; Lloyd L. Coon, 
residence hall manager, said no 
inquiry from precinct clerks, to 
check the registration, was re 
ceived. 

No. 1126A Pine street, Sixth 
Ward regular Democratic head- 
quarters, 39 registered; manage- 
ment says they live there. 

Erie Hotel, 218 South Fourth 
street, 39 registered; management 
knows 23, says three of the oth- 
ers are dead. 

No, 1020 North Eighth street, 
3 rooms, 34 registered; proprietor 
says all “come around” occasion- 


ally. 


Vacant store, 1801 Washington 
avenue, 12 registered; neighbors 
said some were former employes 
of a bus company, which had 
depot on premises up to June 1.

‘Those Were Hot Days,’ 
He Says, but He Inquired 
at Atlantic Hotel and 
Must Have Been Told 
That the Official List 
Was All Right.

The Post-Dispatch is able today 
to indicate clearly how one of the 
biggest single cases in the whole- 
sale fraudulent registration which 
the paper began exposing yester- 
day was worked. The story, told 
by election judges of what went 
on in the barber shop at 1423 
Franklin avenue last June 18 
when 392 names were added to 
the poll books during 13 hours 
nearly half of them from a single 
address—would be laughable if it 
were not for the corrupt character 
of that part of the transaction, 


Briefly, the story is that at 
least two of the four election 
judges had been shifted to that 
polling place (Fourth Precinct,

July 23.—The British destroyer 
Whitehall routed a rebel Spanish 
plane with gunfire today after the 
aviator had bombarded a British 
steamer carrying fuel oil to loyal 
Spanish cruisers in Tangier Harbor. 

The steamer was identified in 
first reports as the Gibel Dris of 


the Bland Line, but was thought to 
be that line’s steamer Gibel Dersa. 
It had arrived from Gibraltar and 
anchored in the harbor, where it 
was bombarded.

GIBRALTAR, July 23.—The Brit- 
ish destroyer, H. M. 3S. Wildswan, 
replied to Spanish air bombs with 
a warning fire today off Tarifa, 
Spain. 

British authorities, announcing 
the brief engagemént, did not state 
the political affiliation of the flyers, 
but a previous warning issued by 
the acting Governor of Gibraltar in- 
dicated the planes were piloted by 
rebels. 

The aviators dropped some bombs 
which exploded close to the Wild- 
swan. After delivering the answer- 
ing fire, the British warship re- 
turned to Gibraltar. 

Previously local authorities had 
warned the Spanish, whose artillery 
fire struck the Rock yesterday, that 
the British did not-.intend to have 
such incidents repeated. 

The acting Governor of Gibraltar 
protested to Gen. Francisco Franco, 
jeader of the rebellion, against 
flights by rebel planes over Gibral- 
tar after loyal commanders on 
Spanish warships had received a 
warning. 

The Governor said flying over the 
forts and its vicinity was in contra- 
vention of international treaties. 

Capt. J. Ripley, assistant military 
secretary to the Governor, earlier 
boarded the Spanish cruiser Cer- 
vantes, which was flying the Ad- 
miral’s flag, and demanded to see 
the senior officer commanding the 
Spanish squadron.

Farnsworth Accused of De- 
livering Confidential Infor- 
mation to Japanese Agent.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Assist- 
ant District Attorney Samuel F. 
Beach said today the District of 
Columbia Federal grand jury had 
indicted John §S. Farnsworth, for- 
mer Navy Lieutenant-Commander, 
on a charge of communicating con- 
fidential information concerning 
the national defense to a Japanese 
agent. 

Beach said the indictment was 
returned after two hours’ delibera- 
tion. In one count he was charged 
with delivering a confidential naval 
publication, “the service of informa- 
tion and securities,” to a Japanese 
agent. Another charged that he 
attempted to deliver the publica- 
tion. 

Beach said Farnsworth probably 
would be brought before Justice Os- 
car Luhring of the District Fed- 
edar Court tomorrow to plead to the 
indictment. 

If Farnsworth pleaded not guilty, 
Beach said, he would be tried be- 
fore a District Federal Court jury 
early in the October term. 

A maximum penalty of 20 years’ 
imprisonment is provided for the 
offense in the United States crim- 
inal code. 

Beach presented his evidence to 
the grand jury only a few hours 
after it was turned over to him by 
the Department of Justice. 

Six witnesses, including a Justice 
Department agent and two lieu- 
tenant commanders in the navy, 
testified before the grand jury. 

Beach said he would attempt to 
prove at the trial that Farnsworth 
took a copy of the document from 
the desk of Lieutenant-Commander 
Leslie Gehres,

Consul Asks Washington 
Government to'Send War 
Vessel to Take Women 
and Children.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—An ur- 


gent appeal for the evacuation of 
American women and children at 
Bilbao, Spain, by a war vessel was 
transmitted to the State Depart- 
ment today by Consul William E. 


Chapman at that piace, 

The number of Americans known 
to be in Bilbao prior to the out- 
break of the Spanish revolution was 
placed by the State Department at 
155. 

At about the same time the ap- 
peal for assistance was received, 
the navy reported that the battle- 
ship Oklahoma, departing from 
Cherbourg, France, 10 hours earlier 
than originally anticipated, would 
arrive at Bilbao at about midnight 
Friday. 

Reporting that Bilbao, a northern 
Spanish seaport, was virtually in a 
state of siege, Chapman said: “A 
food shortage is very likely to bring 
about looting since the authorities 
are not in a position to prevent it.” 

Steamer to Barcelona. 

Secretary of State Hull an- 
nounced that the American Export 
Line had agreed to fulfill the State 
Department’s request to divert one 
of its vessels to Barcelona to evacu- 
ate Americans if necessary. 

The Steamer Exeter will arrive at 
Barcelona tomorrow after a voyage 
from Marseilles, France, where the 
vessel touched today. Barcelona is 
not a regular post of call for the 
Exéter. 

The State Department said the 
American Export Line had instruct- 
ed the master of the Exeter to 
leave all his present passengers at 
Marseilles and proceed immediate- 
ly to Barcelona to take aboard 
Americans wishing to leave. The 
refugees will be landed at Mar- 
seilles. 

Diplomatic dispatches to Wash- 
ington said Barcelona was one of 
the most perilous spots on the 
whole Spanish peninsula. Consul 
Lynn W. Franklin, in a report re- 
ceived yesterday, said that many 
armed Socialists and Communists 
were pursuing Fascists throughout 
the city, with considerable firing. 

Franklin advised all Americans 
there, numbering several hundred, 
to remain indoors. He appealed to 
officials to guarantee the safety of 
Americans, but was informed that 
circumstances made this impossible, 
the report said. 

Wounding of Woman.

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Eye-Witness Account 
Of Guadalajara Battle 


How Government Forces, With Tanks and 
Big Guns, Captured Spanish City 
From Rebels.

MADRID, July 23.—The following 
eye-witness account of the capture 
of Guadalajara by Government 
forces in a fight with rebels has 
been received here: 

“The attack did not start until we 
had 11 field guns brought from Al- 
cala de Henares. 

“We met numerous guns and Loy- 
alist automobiles on the highway to 
Alcala de Henares. Some auxiliary 
trucks were halted at an inn. 

“A group of artillerymen went to 
the country house belonging to 
Count Romanones to get some wine. 
They had all other food supplies ex- 
cept wine. 

“Later a squadron of safety 
guards dressed in overalls arrived 
at Guadalajara, followed soon after 
by 14 trucks bearing militiamen and 
seven cannon. The guns were placed 
at strategic points. 

“With field glasses we were able 
to see only a small part of the city, 
since two hills hide a large part of 
the town. The barracks, convent 
and orphan asylum were perfectly 
visible. 

“An airplane circ'2d over the out- 
skirts of the city around which the 
loyal forces spread. Two cavalry 
soldiers ordered 2000 militiamen and 
civil and assault guards to deploy 
along a field in front of the can- 
nons. 

Firing on Rebels. 

“The silence was only broken 
when the first four volleys were 
fired.

Dickmann Replies. 

\ In a prepared statement today, 
Mayor Dickmann asserted that 
Igoe's attack placed him publicly, 

for the first time, in the forefront 
| of those who had opposed the May- 
 or's policies and principles. He said 

he would not answer the personal 
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to run for office when the Mayor 
so decrees, must contribute to every 
fund of every kind when ordered 
or ‘requested’ by his superiors. The 
necessity of retaining employment 
has driven free men and women 
into what is practicaliy serfdom. 
For a long time the employes of 
the city have been in what is virtu- 
ally a state of panic. Freedom of 
speech and of association no longer 
exist. 


“Ruthless Discharges.” 

“The Mayor would even deny 
them freedom of thought if he 
could. He demands of them what 
he calls ‘loyalty.. What he means 
is that a place on the city payroll 
automatically surrenders all free- 
dom and reduces the employe to 
the necessity of blind obedience to 
the decrees and orders of the 
Mayor and his unnamed ‘advisers.’ 
He has ruthlessly discharged faith- 
ful employes, who had secured their 
places becauses of service to their 
party and to him. Their only of- 
fending was the suspicion that they 
had been personally friendly to me 
or other Democrats to whom he 
had taken a dislike, or against 
whom his jealous and suspicious na- 
ture had been poisoned by some of 
his ‘advisers.’” 

Among those dropped from the 
payroll were 40 playground super- 
visors, including Igoe’s niece, Miss 
Catherine Dillon. In some _ in- 
stances, those fired in the Mayor's 
“house cleaning” obtained jobs 
with the Police Department. 


Russia and City Hall. 


“T have referred to Russia,” Igoe 
went on. “There is another simi- 
larity between that country and 
the City Hall. Both are full of 
spies and secret police. The unfor- 
tunate city employe does not know 
how long he will retain his place, 
for his going and coming is -e- 
ported to some political ax-man in 
the City Hall. He hesitates to 
meet a friend or be seen in his 
company if that friend should at 
any time be recorded as ‘disloyal’ to 
the Mayor, even if that friend is not 
himself a city employe. He cannot 
attend a dance, a picnic, a social 
or political gathering given by any 
group that has not the approval of 
the Mayor. without danger of dis- 
missal as disloyal. 

“Tf he does not ‘voluntarily’ con- 
tribute to a so-called municipal em- 
ployes’ welfare fund and ask uo 
questions as to how, or when, or 
for what purpose his “contribution” 
is used, he is in danger of losing his 
job—and woe be to him who should 
even whisper that the ‘contribution’ 
is political.” 
Asserting that he had never 
sought leadership in the party or 
attempted to control the action of 
the City Committee, except to of- 
fer advice or state an opinion, Igoe 
declared he had no desire to con- 
trol or to dictate to the committee 
elected in August. He added that 
the Mayor should not “coerce pub- 
lic employes or any other citizens” 
to vote for his own candidates. 
“Spontaneous Uprising.” 
“The Mayor is politically blind, 
deaf and dumb, if he does not know 
of the rising tide of resentment 
against his attempt to control the 
political thoughts and actions of 
members of the Democratic com 
mittee and city officials and em- 
ployes. This imcreasing opposition 
is not controlled or directed by any 
man or’set of men. It is a spontane- 
ous uprising. It is not confined 
within the lines of any single ward. 
It is community-wide and reaches 
into homes where the very word 
‘politician’ is anathema. 

“Unless he takes heed, it will re- 
sult in nothing short of party dis- 
aster His unnamed group of ‘ad- 
visers,’ including as it does, accord- 
ing to report, some veteran commit- 
teemen of long experience in so- 
called river wards, can tell him the 
real situation and the party dan- 
ger, if they will.” 

“No Boss Wanted.” 

Recalling the disrepute into 
which the Democratic party had 
fallen at the time when he first 
interested himself in St. Louis 
politics, Igoe said no Democratic 
boss was wanted in St. Louis “in 
the Mayor's office or elsewhere.” 

“In a long political experience 
I have aided many men and women

LOS ANGELES, Cal. July 23.— 
David Lamson, who was tried four 
times on a charge of murdering his 
wife and once was’ sentenced to 
death, and Ruth Rankin, magazine 
writer, appeared at the marriage 
license bureau late yesterday and 
filed notice of intention to marry. 

Lamson said that he would call 
for the marriage license next Mon- 


day, and they would be married 
some time next week. 

Lamson and Miss Rankin met at 
a Hollywood party about four 
months ago. They decided to marry, 
said Lamson, “within the past 
week.” The license application 
gave Lamson’s age as 33, Miss Ran- 
kin’s as 34. 

A jury convicted Lamson of the 
murder of his wife in their home 
on Stanford University campus. 
The State charged he beat her to 
death with a pipe. 

The State Supreme Court grant- 
ed a new trial. A second jury dis- 
agreed, his third trial was declared 
a mistrial and a fourth jury was 
discharged when it could not agree. 
The charge against Lamson then 
was dismissed, the prosecution giv- 
ing up its attempt to convict him.

Bid of $58,000 Was Made for Phy- 
sical Assets of Line, Which 
Are Sold for Junk. 


Sale of physical assets of the 
East St. Louis, Columbia & Water- 
loo Railway to the Joseph Schon- 
thal Co. of Columbus, O., was oon- 
firmed yesterday in an order by 
Federal Judge Fred L. Wham at 
East St. Louis. 

W. G. Bell, agent for the Joseph 
Schonthal Co., made a high bid of 
$58,000 for the property, which was 
capitalized for $750,000, when bids 
were opened June 29. The sale was 
ordered by Judge Wham after the 
owners had obtained authority 
from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The property was sold 
for junk. 

The assets consist of 22 miles of 
rails, several old cars, the main car 
barn at Nineteenth street and Ba- 
ker avenue, East St. Louis, two sta- 
tions at Dupo and Waterloo and 
40 acres of land, not part of the 
right-of-way. The line was con- 
trolled by Charles Lemp, banker, 
and the late Edward Foristel, St.

CURRENT IN WIRE 
KEEPS CATTLE IN 


Devices for Killing Flies 
Also Shown to Crowd at 

Ceremony Attended by 
Secretary Ickes.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Rose- 


dale Farm, where the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration will dem- 
onstrate electricity’s part in the 
more abundant life, by electrocut- 
ing flies (both horse and house), 
treating laying hens with ultra-vio- 
let rays, and teaching cows to stay 
in the pasture by shocking them 
when they attempt to stray, was 
formally opened to the public yes- 
terday by Secretary cof the Interior 
Ickes. It is at Sterling, Va., about 
20 miles from Washington. 


The electrified farm was equipped 
by REA, in co-operation with manu- 
facturers of electric appliances, to 
demonstrate the uses to which elec- 
tricity may be put on a farm. It 
will be presented as an _ exhibit 
when the World Power Conference 
meets here several weeks hence. 

At the opening, spectators saw 
electricity milking. cows, operating 
pumps, saws and an irrigation sys- 
tem, incubating chickens, washing 
dishes, barbering cows, aerating 
milk, heating hotbeds, and perform- 
ing other chores which in the past 
have made agriculture a  horny- 
handed profession. 


$5000 Worth of Equipment. 


Until REA began to apply its 
magical ministrations, Rosedale was 
just another dairy farm, consisting 
of 212 acres, owned ari operated by 
J. M. Hughes, who keeps 70 head 
of cattle on it. It has now been 
completely electrified, the. manu- 
facturers lending the equipment for 
a year, and REA installing and su- 
pervising the project. Although 
slightly dazed, Hughes made no ob- 
jection when the Government and 
the manufacturers offered to in- 
stall about $5000 worth of equip- 
ment, and allow him to use it for 
nothing. 

Even the pasture has been sup- 
plied with a peculiar fence, made 
of one strand of barbed wire 
through which 90 volts of electricity 
are shot every three seconds. The 
cattle are learning to keep away 
from it. 

Thig fence and the fly screens, 
built on the principle of the electric 
chair, aroused the most interest in 
the visitors. The fly screens are 
iron grilles, with openings about a 
quarter of an inch across. Flies 
are rather thick on Rosedale Farm, 
and every minute or so a fly tried 
to get through the screen. Then 
came a bright little flash, and a 
loud ping, and the unfortunate in- 
sect would drop into a narrow gal- 
vanized iron trough, never know- 
ing what hit him. 

Ceremony on Lawn. 


Before they began watching the 
flies get killed, the visitors attend- 
ed a ceremony on the Hughes lawn. 
Morris L. Cooke, Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administrator, presided. He 
said the* Rosedale farm was the 
farm of the future, although he ad- 
mitted that for the present not 
many farmers would run to electri- 
fied fly screens. 

“A good start toward the electri- 
fication of the farm can be made 
for much less than $1000,” he said, 
cheerfully. “And the Government 
will help with loans.” 

This announcement was greeted 
with loud clapping from the as- 
sembled persons, of whom a hun- 
dred or so came from the neigh- 
borhood and 50 more from the REA 
offices in Washington. Then Farm- 
er Hughes, a small white-haired, el- 
derly man who also is field repre- 
sentative for the Potomac Joint 
Stock Land Bank, welcomed the as- 
sembled company, and so did Vir- 
ginia’s Governor, George C. Peery. 
Finally Secretary Ickes pressed a 
switch and said some appropriate 
things about the importance of 
rural electrification. 

The house, which served Robert 
E. Lee and Stonewall Jackson as 
headquarters in the Civil War, 
bristled with electrical appliances. 
There was everything from an air- 
cooling system to a waffle iron. All 
washing was done by electricity, 
and there was a machine to do the 
ironing.

Hoot and Boo When Stop

HARRISBURG, Pa., July 23. — 
Pennsylvania's “hunger army” con- 
tinued to occupy the Capitol today 
with recruits pouring in from other 
centers, THe encampment started 
Tuesday night. 

State police dispersed a crowd 
of women as they demanded ad- 
mittance to the floor of the State 
Senate. There was no violence. 
Singing and shouting, they wound 
their way down the stairs to the 
door of the Senate. A trooper ad- 
vised them to-return to their seats. 
Leaders ordered them to “go on 
in.” The women finally returned 
to the galleries. 

The unemployed are clamoring 
for more than twice the amount 
of relief which the Legislature has 
indicated it will provide. Again 
last night men, women and chil- 
dren slept in the Senate galleries, 
on the marble staircase and in the 
corridors. Cots were provided for 
some of the women and children. 
The unemployed demand $100,000,- 
000 immediate relief. The House 
and Senate have agreed on $45,000,- 
000 for relief but not on the way 
to provide it. : 

Senators Are Heckled., 

They heckled and jeered the Sen- 
ate for hours yesterday. They hoot- 
ed and booed as the Senate passed 
a bill proposing that the State sell 
$49,500,000 worth of notes, to be re- 
paid from future taxes, $10,000,000 
of the amount to be used for im- 
mediate relief. 

“That’s just a smoke 
Quit stalling!” one shouted. 

Senator Clarence J. Buckman, 
Republican from Bucks County, 
sprang to his feet. “I move that 
unless we have order here, the gal- 
leries be cleared,” he said heatedly. 
He was booed. 

A few minutes later the Senate 
adjourned for the day. 

Passage Is Doubtful. 

The tax notes bill was sent to 
the Democratic House, where mem- 
bers said its acceptance was doubt- 
ful. Democrats contend the pro- 
posal is “just another way of tap- 
ping special funds.” Gov. Earle has 
served notice he would not permit 
further “raiding of funds.” 

When the group settled down for 
the night on the hard seats in the 
Senate gallery, all the lights were 
turned out. The leaders cautioned 
the “marchers” to remain quiet 
while they hunted a watchman. One 
was quickly found and a few lights 
were turned on. 

Delegations arrived last night 
from Philadelphia, Allentown, Ham- 
burg, Kutztown and Frackville and 
leaders said more would reach the 
capital today.

The laws provide that every 
citizen of the United States who 
has resided within the State one 
year and in the county, city or 
town 60 days, shall be entitled to 
vote in all elections if he or she 
shall be legally registered in the 
precinct and from the address of 
his or her residence. 


“Residence” has been construed 
by the Appellate Courts in Mis- 
souri as a person’s home, to and 
from which he goes and returns 
from his ordinary avocations 
and business, and not merely 
some address at which he does 
not regularly reside. 

The evidence presented of the 
large number df persons being 
registered from buildings long 
vacant and’ from places where 
they are not kuown to those in 
charge shows a clear violation 
of Section 3975, which prohibits 
any person from impersonating 
a voter and registering him, or 
registering a _ fictitious name. 
The penalty on conviction is im- 
prisonment for not less than two 
nor more than five years.

persons not entitled to vote. 

This canvass in each precinct 
is conducted by two clerks of 
election in that precinct, one 
Democratic clerk and one Re- 
public clerk. 

Section 3977 provides a felony 
penalty for any canvasser or 
other election official who makes 
a false canvass, or who fails to 
make a canvass. The punishment 
is fixed at not less than two nor 
more than five years in the pen- |

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An increase in the voting enroll- 
ment of every one of the city’s 28 
wards resulted from the supple- 
mentary registration of June 18, 
held for the purpose of revising the 
rolis for the primary of Aug. 4. 

The June registration of presi- 
dential election year is the last of 
a series of supplemntary registra- 
tions, based on the registration held 
in September of the previous presi- 
idential year. Usually, each of 
these supplemental registrations 
shows a decline, or only a slight 
increase. This is because, through 
lack of political interest, many new 
voters neglect to register in off 
years, and many persons who move 
do not register in their new pre- 
ciricts. They are, or should be, 
struck from the rolls at their for- 
mer places of. residence. The 
names of those who have died are, 
or should be, removed in’ the can- 
vass following each registration. 

Befofe the supplementary regis- 
tration of June 18, the total, of reg- 
istered voters was 349,132. After 
the supplementary registration the 
number was 394,774, an increase of 
45,642, or 13 per cent. The new fig- 
ure was the largest registration on 
record in St. Louis, being 6297 
more than the presidential regis- 
tration of 1932, which was 388,477. 

In the Fifth, Senator Mike Kin- 
ney’s river ward, the increase in the 
June registration was 58 per cent, 
being from 8478 to 13,401. 

In Justice Jimmy Miller’s Fourth 


Ward, the increase was 28 per cent, 
from 10,628 to 13,671. 

The Third Ward had a 22 per 
cent increase, from 8102 to 

The Sixth Ward gained per 
cent, from 2 to 11,573. The Third, 
Fourth, Fifth and Sixth wards are 
all river wards. 

The Sixteenth, a central ward. 
had a 20 per cent gain, from 10,817 
to 13,075. 

The Twentieth Ward had a 23 
per cent gain, from 11,575 to 14,299 


A precinct which more than dou- 
bled its enrollment in the June re 
vision was the second precinct of 
the Sixth Ward. Its former list of 
395 voters grew to 813, or an in- 
crease of 106 per cent. 

In the Fifth Ward, the banner 
precinct, in increase of enrpllment. 
was the eighth precinct. Its previ- 
ous roll of 510 voters expanded to 
1001, a growth of 96 per cent. No 
Fourth Ward precinct did so well 
as this, but the previous registra- 
tion in the Fourth was the result 
of careful work. 

The Twelfth, South Side _resi- 
dence ward, showed the smallest 
ratio of gain, 4.4 per cent, its in- 
crease being from 14,071 to 14,694. 
The Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
fifth, West End residence wards 
were next, the Twenty-eighth in- 
creasing from 13,717 to 14,386, or 
4.8 per cent; and the Twenty-fifth 
from 11,794 to 12,447, or 5.5 per 
cent. The First Ward, at the ex-, 
treme north end of the city, gained 
5.7 per cent, from 16,970 to 17,954. 


The Ward Heeler at Work; 


Methods used in padding regis- 
tration were described to a 


Post-Dispatch reporter today by a 
former member of the Board of 
Election Commissioners, who in the 
course of his official duty made an 
investigation of frauds and attempt- 
ed frauds of this character. 
Describing the mechanics of the 
large-scale padding enterprise, this 
former official said: 
“Ward and precinct heelers col- 
lect persons from rooming houses 
and boarding houses and other per- 
sons willing to earn a few dollars, 
caring not how they are earned. 
They give each of these people a 
name and an address. Some of 
the names are the persons’ real 
names, some are fictitious. A copy 
of this list is retained by the ward 
heeler. He then arranges with a 
friend having either a flat, a resi- 
dence or a rooming hous@gand, for 
a consideration to the friend, the 
friend retains a copy of the list 
with the names of persons supposed 
to be registered at that address. 
Other Sources of Names. 
“At other times the ward heeler, 
even though living in a three or 
four-room flat, will have his rela- 
tives and friends residing in neigh- 
boring counties, whether in Mis- 
souri or Illinois, éome into St. 


clare that they have been residents 
of Missouri for one year and of 
the city for 60 days, and register 
under their true or fictitious names, 
giving the address of the ward 
heeler. 

“Those whom the ward heeler has 
collected from the highways and 
byways and who have no permanent 
address he will corral on one of 
the registration days and, so as to 
avoid suspicion, will file them-~into 
the registration office singly or in- 
termittently during the day. ir 

“When the clerks canvass these 
various homes in revision they have 
two methods of approach. One, the 
wrong method, is: “Do Bill Smith, 
Tom Jones and so forth live here?” 
The person answering, having been 
coached, will invariably say, ‘Yes, 
sir. If the other method of ap- 
proach is taken, by asking the per- 
sor’ answering the door, ‘Who lives 
here?’ with the obligation on the 
part of the householder to answer, 
it might be necessary for that man 
or woman to get the list and read 
names to the canvasser. In many 
cases a canvasser friendly .to the 
ward heeler has been tipped off as 
to where and how to ask questions. 

Election Judges Can’t Remember. 

“On election day the judges and 
clerks are unable to remember the 
appearance of people who regis-

tered some months previously, from 
among the hundreds who had ap- 
peared before them. The ward 
heeler, having his list of names and 
addresses, collects another crew and 
gives each of them a slip of paper 
with a name and address and when 
asked their name and address, if 
their memory is good they will give 
it at once, but, if not, they will 
have to refresh their memory by 
referring to the paper. 

“The friends and relatives who 
have registered from the ward heél- 
er’s home will have a free trip to 
the city on election day to fulfill 
their obligation to the ward heeler 
and enjoy the day in the big city 
at the party’s expense, and return 
home in the evening happy at hay- 
ing fulfilled the obligation of friend- 
ship. 

“There are other ways of padding 
registration and voting, but those 
are the high lights. It is not _neces- 
sary to have the connivance of pre- 
cinct election officials, but only 
their stupidity, timidity or lack of 
experience.”

Connett said that the appropria- 
tion made by the Board of Alder- 
men before it adjourned for the 


summer seemed adequate at the 


time to care for estimated relief 
needs but that demands for relief 
had increased unexpectedly, largely 
due to the fact that approximately 
4000 WPA workers have been laid 
off. These workers, he said, were 
drifting. back on direct relief. 

Individuals and families on relief 
increased 20 per cent during June, 
he said, from 8869 to 10,708, and 
during the first 10 days of July a 
peak of 11,158 was reached. It was 
self-evident, he declared, that the 
budget would not take care of the 
increased roll. 

Cites Two Conditions, 


“We feel that this condition has 
been brought about by two things 
primarily,” Connett went on. “First, 
the State of Missouri discontinued 
relief on a basis that a canvass of 
State Senators and Representatives 
and the State Relief Commissions 
showed very few counties needed 
relief. Still when it came time to 
distribute Federal relief—-WPA jobs 
—the allocations to the counties and 
the City of St. Louis were made on 
the basis of relief rolls as of last 
November. 

“There has been a change in the 
condition since last November—at 
least the Governor and State Sur- 
vey Commission so concluded. But 
so far as St. Louis is concerned the 
relief cost did not change material- 
ly. Cost of food products may de- 
cline in rural districts and still re- 
main relatively dear in cities, where 
transportation, preservation and 
distribution remain factors.” 

When the Board of Aldermen re- 
convened in October, Connett said, 
there would remain a balance of 
only about $600,000 from which 
further direct relief appropriation 
could be made. The City already 
had spent $9,300,000 for direct re- 
lief, he said. 


State Aid Needed. 


The relief need in St. Louis could 
not be met, Connett declared, with- 
out additional money from the State 
or an increase in WPA jobs. The 
need, he said, was for additional 
appropriations or for redistribution 
of WPA job allotments on-the basis 
of present need as distinguished 
from the proportionate number on 
relief rolls last November. 

Connett said a meeting of inter- 
ested persons would be called soon

A check-up on illegal seines was 
made in Jersey, Greene and Cal 
houn counties in Illinois this week. 
Paul S. Smith of Mount Zion and 
Deputy Fred C. Gooodwin of Quincy 
were in Jerseyville consulting 
County Warden Thomas Cummings 
regarding the situation in the Mli- 
nois River adjoining Jersey County.

Financial difficulties were con- | 
nected with his departure. He 
turned up late that year in Chicago, | 
earning $15 a week operating a/| 
small candy company. A nephew, | 
Edgar Wenneker, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that his uncle was_ 
worth about $250,000 a few years be- 
fore that. A short time later he | 
went to New Orleans, where he was 
in charge of manufacturing for the 
Gruenéwald Candy Co. until 1925. | 

Returning here, he was given the | 
position of superintendent of the. 
Municipal Lodging House in 1927, 
at $130 a month, and remained 
there until the establishment was 
closed in 1933. 

The Blanke-Wenneker Candy Co., 
which had a national distribution of 
a large and varied line of candies, 
quit active business in 1927, and, 
the next year, went Into receiver- 
ship, which was terminated in 1933. 

A Republican, Mr. Wenneker was 
appointed Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue here by President Harrison in 
1889 and served four years and two 
months, In 1897 he was elected to 
a four-year term as Collector of the 
Revenue for the city. He was an 
aspirant for Mayor in 1913, but did 
not actually enter the race. In 
1880 and 1888 he was a delegate to 
Republican national conventions. 
Frequently he was appointed as 
foreman of grand juries. He was a 
director of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition of 1904. Once he was 
chairman of the Missouri delegation 
at a trans-Mississippi Congress at 
Salt Lake City, Utah,

“Johnny J. Bryant, chief Sher- 
iff's Deputy, of Winterboro,_ re- 
ceived a call of the disturbance and 
went to investigate. He was ac- 
companied by Sheriff’s Deputy John 
Robert West. When Bryant and 
West jumped out of their automo- 
bile in front of the mill, they were 
both shot down. 

“Jim Corby, another Sheriff's 
Deputy, who saw them fall, jumped 
out of his automobile and was shot 
in the thigh. They were shot from 
a crowd of about 100 persons. Bry- 
‘ant died about 20 minutes after he 
had been taken to Citizens’ Hospi- 
tal.”

LONDON, July 
Stanley Baldwin's declaration, “I 
retire when I think fit RB 
for no one to dictate to me,” has 
stopped neither the attacks on him 
nor reports that he will quit soon, 
possibly when Parliament adjourns 
this month. :

Chairman Suggests Building 
Many Small Dams and Tap- 
ping of Hidden Rivers. 
By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Erec- 
tian of thousands of smal dams and 
the tapping of hidden rivers were 
envisioned today by Morris L. 
Cooke, chairman of President 
Roosevelt's New Great Plains 
Drouth Committee, as possible so- 
lutions of the drouth problem. 

Emphasizing that the committee 
will concentrate on working out a 
“long term” program, he said after 
a session of the group today that 
immediate relief needs in the 
drouth area would be provided for 
by other Governmental agencies al- 
ready in the field.

Cooke said the committee would 
travel to the southern end of the 
great plains drouth area about the 
middle of August and proceed 
northward. At the end of the trip, 
it will confer with President Roose- 
velt in the west and present recom- 
mendations.

Opening Round. 


By the Associated Press, 
DALLAS, Tex., July 23. — Petey 


Sarron, tireless bundle of energy 
who was 4 ring star 13 years ago, 
had the first defense of his Na- 
tional Boxing Association feather- 
weight title behind him today—a 
decisive 15-round victory over Baby 
Manuel, left-handed Cuban youth.

The lanky Cuban shot at Sarron’s 
bleeding mouth again in the second, 
but Sarron, back on his usual busy- 
body style, recovered quickly and 
handled the southpaw almost as he 
pleased the remainder of the way. 
Action enlivened every round as 
Sarron, forcing the fight, swarmed 
all over the challenger. 

The tiny Syrian went spinning 
into the ropes in the third round 
from another left, but bounded back 
eut and started the first of a long 
series of wild-winging flurries that 
bewildered his youthful foe. 

Sarron’s newly developed right 
cross, his most potent weapon, 
found Baby’s protruding jaw in the 
fifth round and the Cuban dropped 
to his knees—aided considerably by 
a shove Sarron gave him as he 
started downward.

Lindbergh and Golfer Bobby Jones 
refused to let stables name horses 
after them—and such permission 
must be in writing before the 
Jockey Club will pass on a name. 
One of the big exceptions, where a 
horse was named after a great man 
and became a great champion, was 
John P. Grier and he reached his 
greatest fame by sending greater 
daughters and sons to the racing 
wars. 

Pretty Names, Queer Names. 

During the World War, almost 
every name to be suggested had a 
military flavor, the greatest of 
which was the immortal Man 
O’War. When Reno, Nev., first be- 
came known as a divorce center, the 
vogue was to name horses along 
the divorce line. 

Around the Jockey Club, it is 
agreed that the prettiest name ever 
given a horse was Equipoise, which 
became one of the turf’s unforget- 
able greats. 

The suggested name that one day 
sent the whole office force into a 
spasm of laughter was “Okay Chick- 


much. Another funny one was 
Royce Rolls, the pet idea of an 
American tourist who went to En- 
gland, saw a new automobile and 
reversed the name. Royce Rolls 
usually went in reverse on the race 
track, too.

Of Bronchoscopists at 71 


Dr. Chevalier Jackson of Philadelphia Has 
Trained 2000 in Use of Instrument— 
Saved 1800 Lives. 


By the Associated * 

PHILADELPHIA, July 23.—When 
three-year-old Kelvin Arthur Rog- 
ers travelled 9000 miles from Aus- 
tralia to Philadelphia to have Dr. 
Chevalier Jackson remove a nail 
from his lung with aid of a bron- 
choscope, two readers wrote to a 
newspaper. 

“Why isn’t there more than one 
bronchoscope in the world to take 
pins out of children?” 

There are thousands of broncho- 
scopes, straight, hollow metal 
tubes with a light at the tip for 
looking down gulletsa, windpipes 
and lunge. There are nearly 2000 
physicians trained personally by 
Dr. Jackson in use of the broncho- 
scope. 

Dr. Jackson, 71 years old, goes to 
bed at nine, rises at 4:30; never 
drinks or smokes, and is able to 
paint pictures and work with both 
hands. He developed the bronch- 
oscope technique 31 years ago and 
said he spent 22 years learning how 
to remove an open safety pin from 
child throats. He still is unbeat- 
able. 

That is why, with thousands of 
bronchoscopes— Siam and India 
have them along with the rest of 
the world—physicians keep sending 
swallowers of unusual objects to 
Dr. Jackson's clinic at the Temple 
University Hospital here. 

Master Is Modest. 

Dr. Jackson wouldn't say he is 
the best—-even though Temple Uni- 
versity Hospital has built him a 
special clinic and the hospital rec- 
ords last year showed he was vis- 
ited by 5273 patients who usually 
stayed less than a day, plus 1718 
patients who stayed longer. 

Dr. Jackson gven writes the news- 
papers protests against mention of 
his cases, One of America’s wealth- 
lest men didn’t get to Dr. Jackson’s 
clinic because he asked a newspaper 
man to get him some information 
on it. The writer could not disclose 
his purpose. Dr. Jackson thought 
it must be publicity. He refused to 
see the newspaper man. 

His work has the _ spectacular 
quality of near perfection in tech- 
nique. A patient crossed the con- 
tinent with an open safety pin in 
his throat. Two minutes after this 
patient went on the table the pin 
was closed and removed. What the 
assembled medical men did not see 
was Dr. Jackson spending much of 
his time the previous two days plan- 
ning this operation. Long, slim for- 
ceps thrust down the hollow bron- 
choscope closed the pin. 

He received the $10,000 Bok prize 
in 1927 for great accomplishment.

His Technique Spreads. 
The greater saving of life is the 
spread of Jackson's technique 


‘throughout the world. He did not 


originate the bronchoscope. That is 
credited to Dr. Gustav Killian, Frei- 
burg, Germany, in 1895. But med- 
ical history records Dr. Jackson as 
perfecter of the technique. 

Its use has progressed far beyond 
removal of swallowed peas, nuts, 
toys, poker chips, safety razor 
blades, false teeth ar. plates, bul- 
lets, chicken bones, spray tips, sta- 
ples, coins, jewelry—all recorded in 
Jackson's »linic. 

These inadvertent swallowers are 


scarcely a third of the bronchoscope 
patients. Children who swallow 
lye or have diphtheria badly have 
their throats rebuilt. Cancer and 
nearly all the serious diseases of the 
upper respiratory tract can be seen 
and treated better with broncho- 
scope technique. 

Dr. Jackson is ambidexterous be- 
cause his father told him a left 
hand was a “lame duck.” The boy 
trained both hands. He writes, 
draws, paints with both. He can 
draw a circle with one hand and, 
simultaneously, a straight line with 
the other. He has said he believes 
a man can do anything he wishes 
if he wants to hard enough. 

He paints in colors what he sees 
while looking down the broncho- 
sope. His students watching him 
work are able to see what his* eyes 
discern as the master sketches with 
colored crayon. 

Paintings Line Office. 


But on his office walls are other, 
different paintings. Many are 
scenes of woods, fields and streams. 
In a central place is a painting of 
his wife's sewing basket, with con- 
tents. Incidentally, he gave her the 
$10,000 Bok prize money to spen 
as she pleased. ‘ 

Dr. Jackson was born in Pitts- 
bourgh, Nov. 4, 1865. He says he 
got the idea of the bronchoscope 
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technique partly from technique he 
developed as a young man for look- 
ing down oi) wells thousands of 
feet deep for tools lost at the bot- 
tom. For what he has done with 
the idea he has been honored by 
England, France, Belgium, Italy 
Brazil, Poland, Scotland, Mexico 
and in his own country. 

Before Dr. Jackson started tak- 
ing objects from persons’ gullets, it 
was popularly said 98 per cent of 
such patients died, because they 
have to have their chests opened. 
The mortality now is 2 per cent.

BERLIN, July 23.—Three thou- 
sand “traveling salesmen of Nazi 
ideology,” carefully trained to an- 
swer uniformly the way Nazi in- 
structors told them to, will be ama- 
teur guides to foreign visitors dur- 
ing the Olympic Games, 

They are clerks, accountants, sec- 
retaries—male and female—who 


found themselves slated as students 
of politics, economics, Nazi philoso- 
phy of life, and the like for three 
months when they had expected 
merely to brush up on their lan- 
guages. 

“To turn every visiting foreign- 
er into a herald of Nazism and 
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convince him of the unsurpassed 
quality of German goods handl- 
craft, will be your ultimate task 


when you lead visitors through 

town and the games” party men 

told them during evening schoo!s. 
Ready for Anything. 

Like all shop-owners who went 
through similar courses in “Ansch- 
auungsunterricht,” they will have 
some hundreds of definitions and 
explanations ready to answer al- 
most any kind of question. 

“You will tell foreigners that all 
Germany is united under National 
Socialism,” party orators urge. 
“Just exactly what is National 
Socialism? An American may ask 
of his guide. 

The answer will be uniform. 
“National Socialism is the golden 
bulwark against Bolsevism. It 
means the conquest of liberalism.” 
Any references to the debt prob- 
lem will result in a lecture from 
the guide, who will make it plain 
that Germans will never forget or 
forgive the “infernal plot” of Park- 
er Gilbert, America’s Agent Gen- 
eral for Reparations Payments, and 
his American friends, 
“Deliberately Made Dependent.” 
“You see, Americans pumped 
money in form of private loans into 


the Reich, which Germany used to

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MUCH MISSOURI CORN 
NOW BEYOND RECOVERY 


Probably Three-Fourths of State 
Without Pasturage Except in 
Spots, Report Says. 


Much of Missouri's corn crop is 
damaged beyond recovery, with 
tassels burned and pollination im- 
possible, according to the U. 8. De- 
partment of Agriculture weather 
and crop bulletin for the week end- 
ed Tuesday. 

“Only in ecattered areas was 
rainfall sufficient to give any re- 
lief,” the bulletin reads. “Probably 
not more than one-fifth of the State 
was thus affected. In no place 


was the rainfall] sufficient to break 
the drouth. During the first four 
or five days of the week tempera- 
tures were at record-breaking 
heights in some localities, with 
maximum reading of 118 degrees at 
Lamar, near the southwestern bor- 
der, on July 18, (one degree higher 
than ever before officially recorded 
in Missouri), and 116 degrees at 
Chillicothe and Macon on July 15; 
but considerably lower tempera- 
tures prevailed on the last three 
days in eastern sections and on the 
last two days in the western sec- 
tion, which checks somewhat the 
rapid deterioration of crops and 
saved the lives of persons, animals 
and poultry. 

Notwithstanding the general con- 
ditions of severe drouth — with | 
large areas in ¢entral sections re- 
porting conditions worse than in | 
1934—the lower southeastern coun- 
ties and limited areas in the south 
and northwest report conditions 
. gtill fairly good but with rain badly 
needed. 

“Much corn is damaged beyond 
recovery, with tassels burned, mak- 
ing pollination and the production 
of grain impossible. In the favored 
areas of the southeastern and 
northwestern sections, and in a few 
spots elsewhere, fair to good corn 
crops may yet be realized, especial 
ly from the later planted fields, if 
sufficient rain comes soon. Many 
farmers are cutting their corn for 
feed or for storage in silos. Prob- 
ably in three-fourths of the State 
there is no pasturage except in 
spots. Planting fall forage crops is 
being delayed. 

“Grasshoppers have done much 
damage in the western half of the 
State. Scarcity of water for stock 
and other purposes continues dis- 
tressing.”

BRITAIN, FRANCE AND BELGIUM 
ARRANGE FOR LOCARNO PARLEY 


Only the Date Remains to Be Set; 
Germany anw Italy to Be 
Invited. : 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 23.—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Belgium agreed to- 
day on arrangements for the com- 
ing five-power Locarno conference, 
and only the date remained to be 
determined. The meeting was held 
in the cabinet room. 

Some of the delegates to the pre- 
liminary, three-power conversations 
wanted to schedule the larger con- 
ference before the September meet- 
ing of the League of Nations As- 
sembly. Others, who opposed this, 
were understood to have gained 
their point on the argument that it 
was inadvisable to give the impres- 
sion to Germany and Italy, the oth- 
er two Powers which will partici- 
pate, of undue haste. 

The three nations decided to in- 
vite Germany and Italy to partici- 
pate in the »arley “as soon as such 
a meeting can conveniently be 
held.” The conference would be in- 
tended to “negotiate a new agree- 
ment to take the place of the Rhine 
pact of “ocarno, and _ “resolve 
through collaboration of all con- 
cerned the situation created by the 
German ‘initiative of March 7 (re- 
armament of the Rhineland),” a 
communique said. “Nothing could 
be more fatal” to the hopes of a 
general European settlement than 
division of Europe into opposing 
blocs, it said. 


NINE-FOOT CHANNEL WORK 
ON RIVER IN FINAL STAGES 


Bids to Be Asked in Few Weeks 
for Clarksville, Mo., Locks in 
$150,000,000 Program. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23. — Con- 
struction wf the $150,000,000 nine- 
foot channel in the upper Missis- 
sippi River—authorized by Congress 
in 1930—is entering its final stages. 

Army engineers announced today 
bids would be asked in a few weeks 
for the construction of locks at 
Clarksville, Mo.—the last of a series 
of 26 locks and dams in the river 
between St. Louis and St. Paul. 

When work on the Clarksville 
project is under way every part of 
the program—intended to offset 
freight rate advantages given coast- 
al cities over the Mid-west by the 
Panama Canal—will be either in 
construction or completed. 

All the locks anu dams, including 
the Clarksville locks, are scheduled 
for completion »y July 1, 1938, with 
the exception of the dam to be con- 
structed at Clarksville as soon as 
the locks are finished.

MURRAY IS  RENOMINATED 


Senator Wins in Montana Primary 
—Gov. Holt 3000 Behind. 
HELENA, Mont., July 23.—Vir- 
tually complete unofficial returns 
from the Montana primary gave 
United States Senator James E. 
Murray a 3366-vote lead today over 
his closest opponent, Representa- 
tive Joseph P. Monaghan, for the 
Democratic senatorial nomination. 
On the basis of returns from 1073 
of the State’s 1237 precincts Mur- 
ray had 43,047 to Monaghan’s 39,- 
681 votes. T. O. Larson headed a 
field of four Republican candidates 
for the senatorial designation with 
10,895 votes from 1043 precincts. L. 

Ray Carroll had 8440. 
Congressman Roy E. Ayers held 
a 3000-vote lead over Gov. Elmer 
Holt for the Democratic guberna- 
torial nomination.

TOPEKA, Kan., July 23.—Gov. 
Alf M. Landon of Kansas will for- 
mally accept the Republican pres- 
idential nomination tonight in a 
ceremony on the south steps of the 
State Capitol. 

Thousands of visitors have ar- 


rived for the notification, and the 
city is decorated with banners of 
red, white and blue and pictures of 
the Republican standard bearers. 
Street vendors tried to sell every- 
one a sunflower—and Republican 
headquarters was giving them 
away. 

Hotel lobbies were jammed; tour- 
ist camps were full, and many pri- 
vate homes were opened to visitors. 
Thousands strolled about down- 
town streets. 

100 Bands for Parade. 

A parade will be the chief event 
of the entertainment program, 
which includes Indian dances, band 
programs and teas, luncheons and 
receptions. 

More than 100 bands and 15 drum 
and bugle corps, including 4000 mu- 
sicians, were assigned places in the 
parade. Stage coaches and ox- 
drawn prairie schooners were to be 
in the procession, along with horses 
and buggies. An impersonator of 
Abraham Lincoln will ride in the 
buggy Lincoln used in a campaign 
in Kansas. Temperatures of 105 or 
110 were predicted for parade time. 

The notification ceremony will 

begin at 8 p. m. Three networks 
will broadcast it. 
Congressman Bertrand Snell of 
New York will make the notifica- 
tion address. He will be intro- 
duced by John D. M. Hamilton, Re- 
publican National Chairman. 

Landon sought several hours of 
rest during the day. His only en- 
gagemments were a luncheon with 
members of the Republican Nation- 
al and Notification committees and 
an early dinner with his family. 

About 60 trains brought loads of 
visitors and uncounted . thousands 
motored to the scene. 

Informal Reception. 

Landon, in shirt sleeves and with 
his collar opened at the neck, greet- 
ed the incoming visitors at his of- 
fice in the Statehouse yesterday. 
Persons he has known for years in 
Southeastern Kansas, old friends 
from the oil fields, took their place 
in line with Senators and Congress- 
men. A stream of callers continued 
to pass through his office today. 

Mrs. Landon devoted her time to- 
day to helping entertain woman vis- 
itors. On her program were a 
luncheon for the notification com- 
mittee and a tea and reception. 
There are no guests at the execu- 
tive mansion, and dinner tonight 
will be served only to members of 
the immediate household. 

Among early visitors were Pat- 
rick J. Hurley, Secretary of War 
during Herbert Hoover’s adminis- 
tration; Ernest Lee Jahncke of 
New Orleans, Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy under Hoover, and a 
number of Kansans including Sen- 
ator Arthur Capper, Representative 
Clifford Hope and Representative 
U. S. Guyer. 

Landon said he planned to con- 
fer tomorrow with Hamilton and 
other party leaders. There will be 
a series of individual talks rather 
than a group discussion.

Buchanan, his face red and his 
arms flailing, rose and _ shouted, 
“You’re not telling the truth; you 
are lying!” He refused a demand 
that he withdraw his statement. 

Campbell Stephen, another La- 
borite, joined the fray, yelling, “I 
hope every member of the Labor 
party will refuse to allow this de- 
bate to go on. Why should we lis- 
ten to this liar, deliberately lying?” 

The Deputy Speaker finally left 
his seat, automatically suspending 
the session. He had tried unsuc- 
cessfully to quiet Stephen, who 
stood crying alternately, “that lying 
scoundrel!

10.000 AMNESTY: 
MANY ARE NAZIS 


Under Hitler Agreement, 
Most of Men in 1934 
Dollfuss Murder Plot Are 
Released.

VIENNA, July 23.—Amnesty was 
granted last night to about 10,000 - 
political offenders, including many 
convicted in the July, 1934, Nazi 
putsch in which former Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss was murdered 
in the Feb., 1934, “Socialist revolu- 


tion.” 
The decree was part of Austria’s 


obligations under the recent accord 
with the Hitler Government of Ger- 
many. 

A communique issued by Presi- 
dent Wilhelm Miklas gave no fig- 
ures but listed the broad principles 
governing the amnesty decree 
promising that certain cases re- 
main to be studied. 

The amnesty went into effect to- 
day, 48 hours before the second an- 
niversary of Dollfuss’ assassination, 
which Chancellor Kurt Schuschnigg 
once said never would be forgotten 
or forgiven. 

Dolifuss Killing Two Years Ago. 

The amnesty order will mean 
merely freedom from police sur- 
veillance for many already at lib 
erty, but 960 are subject to re- 
lease from jail, according to a chan- 
cellery official. 

A large proportion of those re- 
ceiving the amnesty are Nazis, but 
the communique said no distinction 
would be made in political leanings.

THE REGISTRATION SCANDAL. 
A St. Louis election-registration scandal recalling 
the days of Butler's “Indians” has been revealed by 
Paul O. Peters, director of the Citizens’ Non-Partisan 
Committee, and verified by a Post-Dispatch investi- 
gation. sk 
Through the padding of the lists with fictitious 
names, as well as through failure to strike off names 
of voters who have died or removed, wholesale fraud 
was perpetrated in the registration for the Aug. 4 
primary. 
The evidence thus far uncovered indicates that 
hundreds of names were illegally placed upon or al- 
lowed to stay on the lists. 
These are the two methods, as the Post-Dispatch 
has shown, by which voting lists are corruptly 
swelled in order to pave the way for the use of elec- 
tion “repeaters.” 
The names fraudulently on the rolls remained there 
after the usual check-up or canvass of the Election 
Board, which is charged by State law with the super- 
vision of registrations and elections. 
The board’s “revised and corrected” lists show 56 
persons registered from an unfurnished building on 
Market street that has been unoccupied for a year; 
from a two-story building on North Levee with a sa- 
loon on the first floor, 137 phantom voters are list-

,eritable North Sea Gibraltar. Close at hand oc- 
curred the first large-scale naval battle of the World 
War, in which the British won the decision. Helgo- 
land’s fine harbor gave shelter to the German fleet 
through the greater part of the war. 

The controversy over Helgoland must subside in 
time, for-the waves are gradually eating away the 
red sandstone of the little island. In a few more 
centuries, nature will have settled the issue. That 
seems to be the only way that many of Europe's pres- 
ent sore spots can ever be adjusted. 
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A SENSIBLE RULING. 
Under a rule of procedure adopted by the United 
States Supreme Court for Federal criminal cases, ap- 
pellants are allowed 30 days after the verdict is en- 
tered in which to apply for time for the filing of ex- 
ceptions. Thanks to the decision of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals in the Wolpa case, filed in St. Louis Tues- 
day, this rule now means, in all Federal district 
courts in the Eighth Judicial] Circuit (Missouri, Iowa, 
Minnesota, Arkansas, Nebraska and the Dakotas), 
that the 30-day period constitutes an intentional lim- 
itation and that after it has expired, the trial Judge 
is without power to grant an extension for the prep- 
aration and filing of exceptions and assignments of 
error. 
The opinion of the Appeals Court, written by Judge 
Seth Thomas of Iowa and concurred in by Presiding 
Judge Kimbrough Stone of Missouri, rests on both 
fact and reason when it says: “The rules of the Su- 
preme Court have the same force and effect as the 
Federal statutes and their purpose is to force the 
speedy determination of criminal proceedings.” Any 
appellant who cannot file his exceptions within 30 
days after the verdict should be able at least to ask 
for more time within that limit. The ruling of the 
court is sensible, in the interest of speedy justice ana 
in harmony with the evident intention of the Supreme 
Court. (Presiding Judge Stone was a member of the 
conference which drew up the rules for the Supreme 
Court and so knows what'the intention was.) 
The interpretation places appeals in Federal crim- 
inal cases in this circuit on the same basis as those in 
three other circuits in the matter of extensions for 
error filings. That is, three other Circuit Courts of 
Appeal have already taken this view of the rule. 
Alrye U. McGill, rice miller of Stuttgart, Ark., con- 
victed of using the mails to defraud and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for five years, has already had 
three extensions in Federal Court in St. Louis be- 
yond the original 30 days for the filing of exceptions. 
Such tactics of delay are now ruled out of court. 
Good riddance! 
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ACTION AGAINST COUNTY TAVERN OWNERS. 
State Supervisor of Liquor Control Becker has been 
asked by County Counselor Mooney to refuse to re- 
new the State liquor license of Roy Graham. Graham, 
head of the St. Louis County Tavern Owners’ Protec- 
tive Association, has not only refused to pay his 
county license fees, but has advised the members of 
the association to follow his example. He has defied 
the law and urged others to defy it. It is altogether 
fitting and proper for the county to take this action 
against him. 

Meanwhile, what of the 300-odd tavern keepers who 
join Graham in his defiance? Some time ago, Mr. 
Mooney cited them to the State Supervisor as a pre- 
liminary step to revocation of their State licenses. 
They should be proceeded against with all possible 
dispatch. Besides facing license revocation, these de- 
linquents face prosecution under a misdemeanor 
charge, and each day they do business without a 
license constitutes a separate offense. 

The county looks to Mr. Becker for action. It looks 
to Prosecuting Attorney Anderson for action. Since 
the County Court started its crusade for payment of 
the county license fees, a good many tavern keepers 
have paid up. The recalcitrants have no sound ex- 
cuse. The tenuous legal point cited by Graham as 
justification for not paying county license fees has 
been held by competent authority to be without merit. 
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A KISS IN THE LIGHT. 

The Tarkingtonian “Say not so” springs to mind 
upon reading that a motion picture actress rehearsed 
three hours with one man, two hours with another 
and the remainder of the day with a third trying to 
master the gentle, or stirring, art of kissing. Results 
will be awaited, but the worst is feared. 

Persons who go to the talkies because they like 
them and others who go merely because the theaters 
are air-conditioned had begun to suspect actors and 
actresses were over-rehearsing or that the cutting 
room girls didn’t know a convincing kiss when they 
saw one.

FRANK CHAPMAN: PUBLIC BENEFACTOR. 

Dr. Frank M. Chapman, curator of birds in the 
American Museum of Natural History, is one of those 
whole-souled Americans whose lives and works can- 
not be celebrated too often. The other day, at the 
age of 72, he completed 48 years at a roll-top desk in 
the institution which has grown so greatly since he 
became associated with it. He moved into a new 
office so that he might again have a window view of 
Central Park, long since shut out of the old office 
by the ‘museum’s growth. News stories were printed 
about it, and they were in order. 

Persons who had made bird study a hobby were 
few and far between when Frank Chapman quit his 
bank clerkship. Today, there are thousands of them 
in every part of the country. No single man has 
done so much as he to make love and observation of 
birds popular. “At a roll-top desk” is, of course, a 
figurative use. For much of Frank Chapman’s time 
during the last half-century has been spent in field 
and wood with eyeglass and notebook, in the United 
States and elsewhere. The great outdoors hag been 
his laboratory; he has gone to his office to write 
the reports of his findings. The author of “What 
Bird Is That?” has piled up no fortune with which to 
build and endow philanthropic institutions. Yet he 
is a public benefactor in the truest sense of the 
term.

day is time. More, perhaps, than any 

other single factor, the gaining of time 
is the important aspect of the new German 
guarantee of the independence of Austria. 

A leader among Britain’s liberal states- 
men, active in the effort to compose the 
problem of Germany, phrased it in private 
conversation: “Give me-10 years—even five. 
I do not ask for immediate solutions. But a 
moment of stability, of freedom from head- 
long rush to uncertain destinations, and we 
may be saved from chaos. Even a tangle of 
yarn cannot be unraveled without patience.” 

And now, to one of the most impatient 
situations in Europe, a measure of calm has 
come, The pact normalizing Austro-German 
relations affords relief from the prospect of 
sudden overt consummation of political union 
between these two countries. 

Yet, like so many diplomatic reorienta- 
tions, the agreement is not an end, but a 
beginning, of policy. It affects strong 
forces which Europe is striving to keep in 
balance. It leaves difficult problems un- 
solved and, indeed, creates some new ones. 
But the atmosphere for solution has been 
decidedly improved. 

The agreement advances the German posi- 
tion in four directions. It strengthens, first- 
ly, the Reich’s economic hand in the Danubi- 
an area. Increasingly dependent upon trade 
with the Balkans as an indirect means of ob- 
taining foreign exchange for purchase of raw 
materials, Germany views Austria as an im- 
portant bridge to the southeast. 

The second advantage to the Wilhelm- 
strasse is that the point of a wedge has been 
driven between developing Italo-Russian un- 
derstanding. Now, as before 1914, Germany 
is apprehensive of increasing Russian influ- 
ence along the Danube. It has thus moved 
to offset the necessity of the Soviets’ assump- 
tion of the role of a “protector” against Ger- 
man infiltration. 

Meanwhile, a third consideration is the op- 
portunity which the pact affords of assur- 
ing England of Germany’s “good intentions.” 
Inquiry regarding Austria was a thorny 
point in the British questionnaire that was 
intended to pave the way for German-Fran- 
co-British negotiations. That questionnaire, 
after more than two months of silence, is 


Oe of the great problems of Europe to- 


apparently soon to be answered. And the 
German Foreign Office will be in the strong 
position of pointing to Austria as an evi- 


dence of peaceful policy. 


The fourth aspect of the situation—im- 
provement of German relations with Italy— 
is somewhat more ambiguous. On the one 
hand, Germany and Austria impliedly will 
pursue parallel foreign policies. Yet the pact 
provides that there shall be no infringement 
of the Rome protocols, which provide for mu- 
tuality in the conduct of the foreign policies 
of Austria, Hungary and Italy. Exactly how 
these two purposes can remain in conso- 
nance will be one of the interesting develop- 
ments under the new arrangement. 

The Italians, however, cannot fail to wel- 
come the German formalizing of Austrian 
independence, For the Duce’s efforts to ex- 
tend his influence beyond the Brenner have 
been less to get Italy in than to keep Ger- 
many out. Yet, on the Italian side, there re- 
mains a question of the degree to which Ger- 
many will refrain from influence in Austrian 
affairs. 

The agreement provides for the Reich’s 
abstention from both direct and indirect in- 
terference in Vienna’s domestic problems. 
Yet a National Socialist, of pronounced pan- 
German leaning, becomes a Minister without 
portfolio in the Austrian Cabinet. And the 
opportunity for legitimate National Socialist 
political activity in Austria is reopened—an 
activity fundamentally dedicated to ultimate 
unification of Austria and Germany. 

The agreement, on the whole, must be 
counted a distinct gain for German diplo- 
macy. It embraces concessions by the Reich 
on minor matter such as elimination of the 
prohibitive export visa which prevented Ger- 
man tourists from visiting Austria. But it 
involves no permanent departure from any 
of the objectives of German policy. 

It is significant, however, that the method 
has improved. European nations have been 
concerned less with Germany’s recent diplo- 
matic victories than with the manner of their 
attainment. Germany, in the final analysis, 
has materially strengthened rather than 
weakened her influence in Austria: And not 
the ledst part of this springs from the pa- 
cific. manner which the Reich in this in- 
stance has seen the wisdom of employing. 


Increase in Rail Crossing Accidents

HE fact that railroad crossing casualties, 

after declining from 1928 to 1931, have 
been rising steadily ever since, indicates that 
the complete solution of this problem is still 
to be sought. 

It is a popular belief that these accidents 
occur mainly to reckless motorists who 
race trains to the crossing. In a majority of 
cases, the facts are quite different. 

A driver on a long trip may become so 
hypnotized by the unrolling ribbon of road 
that he loses his alertness; in a closed car, 
which itself makes considerable noise, he 
may be unable to hear a whistle; compan- 
ions in the car, or other cars, or scenery may 
divert his attention at the critical mement. 

Collision with a train under these condi- 


tions is still the driver’s fault, to be sure, but 


the fault arises from limitations of human 
nature which can never be wholly overcome, 
and in a sense, therefore, the driver ceases 
to be responsible. From his standpoint, in 
spite of all he can do or can reasonably be 
expected to do, the accident is unavoidable. 

After every motorist has become as care- 


ful as human nature will allow, the only 


sure preventive of crossing accidents will 
still be mechanical—gates which stop a car 
when a train approaches, or grade separa- 
tions which, whatever the condition of the 
driver, send a car over the train or under 
it. Much has been done along that line al- 
ready, but much remains to be done. As long 
as one unguarded or unseparated crossing 
remains in the land, unlucky’ motorists will 
occasionally blunder into it.

songs in our almost common lan- 
guage. In spite of all these imita- 
tion Nazis, I'm not much afraid of 
any Teutonic peril here. It’s a-kind 
of big fat Weber and Fields Ger- 
man dialect joke.

BOOK ABOUT ASTOR 


Francis O. French Withdraws 
‘Yankee Shield Bearers’ 
From Publication. 


NEWPORT, R. IL., July 23.—Fran- 
cis O. French, father of Mrs. John 
Jacob Astor, has decided not to 


publish his book of personal his- 
tory to which members of his fam- 
ily objected. French, son of the 
late Amos Tuck French, New York 
banker, disclosed yesterday that he 
had acceded to a “friendly request” 
by Astor and his two daughters not 
to publish the book. 

Although he denied the with- 
drawal of the manuscript resulted 
from a “demand” by young Astor. 
French said his uncle, Edward 
Tuck of Paris, had sent him a 
“stiff letter” of objection. He said 
he believed the objections to his 
book arose because “it was in- 
terpreted as against their way of liv- 
ing,” but, as for reports the book 
would “rock the social capital,” 
French said they were exaggerated. 

“My original idea,” he said, “was 
to call the book “The Cesspool’ but 
I changed that to ‘Yankee Shield 
Bearers.’ It’s all over now. The 
dead and book’s withdrawn. I pre- 
fer not to talk any more about it.” 

French’s first marriage, to Miss 
Eleanor Livingston Burrill, ended 
in divorce in 1923. She was award- 
ed custody of their two daughters, 
Ellen, now the wife of Astor, and 
Virginia. It was shortly after the 
divorce that the scion of the Tuck 
French family took a job as a New 
York taxicab driver. He kept the 
job five days, earned $17, then quit. 
In 1930 in Cincinnati he was mar- 
ried to Mrs. Mary Frances Galvin.

THREE MOVIE FIRMS 
CONSIDERING MERGER 


Two American Companies 
and One British. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 23. — A deal 
among three big movie companies, 
two in the United States and one in 
England, to facilitate production 
and distribution of their produc- 
tions was announced yesterday by 
Joseph M. Schenck, chairman of 
Twentieth Century-Fox Film Cor- 
poration. : 

Subject to approval by the board 
of directors, Schenck said, Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer will buy approxi- 
mately a quarter interest in Gau- 
mont-British Films for an unan- 
nounced sum. The purchase will 
be made from Twentieth Century- 
Fox, which holds 49 per cent of the 
voting stock in the Metropolis & 
Bradford trust, which in turn con- 
trols the British film company. 

Actual control of the British mo- 
tion picture concern will remain in 
British hands when a new company 
is formed to take over the interests 
of Metropolis & Bradford. 

The deal includes, in addition to 
the purchase By Metro-Goldwyn- 
Mayer of half of Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox’s 49 per cent interest in 
the Metropolis & Bradford trust, 
which controls Gaumont-British, 
the organization of a new company. 

A substantial block of the new 
company’s stock will be sold to the 
British public so that control of 
Gaumont-British will remain in 
British hands. The new company 
will take over Metropolis & Brad- 
ford holdings. 

The capital assets of the three 
companies approximate a quarter 
of a billion dollars. 

Under the agreement Gaumont- 
British will have the benefit of dis- 
tribution of their pictures in the 
United States and the world 
through Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, con- 
trolled by Loew’s, Inc., and Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox “on specially fa- 
vorable terms.” 

In Great Britain Gaumont-British, 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, and Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox will combine 
their selling organizations to effect 
economies in distribution. 

The technical departments of the 
producing units of the two Ameri- 
can companies in Great Britain will 
be made available to Gaumont-Brit- 
ish studios. e 

The Metropolis & ‘Bradford 
Trust holds a controlling interest 
in Gaumont-British of 57 per cent. 
The Ostrer Brothers own 51 per 
cent of the trust stock.

In an address before the Inter- 
national Baby Chick Association, 
Wallace said: 

“There was a time when man 
was entirely helpless in the face 
of drouth. We know now, since 
the great and unprecedented drouth 
of 1934, that man can take steps to 
mitigate the effects of lack of 
rain.” 

Defends Soil Program. 

He reviewed drouth relief ac- 
tivities in 1934, emphasizing the ad- 
justment and soil conservation pro- 
grams which he said helped to re- 
store a balanced farming and put 
the country in better condition to 
withstand drouth. 

“There are many respectable peo- 
ple who would leave such things 
entirely with nature,” Wallace 
said. “Man’s attempt at offsetting 
the extremes of nature are imper- 
fect. But it is infinitely preferable 
to the inequalities of nature’s ruth- 
less distribution of production, 
which gives to one worthy farmer 
no crop at all and to another, not 
only good yields but also high 
prices caused by the first man's 
failure. 

“There are other people who, in- 
stead of leaving it all to nature, 
would attempt to co-operate with 
nature’s forces. The 1936 AAA 
conservation program represents 
such an attempt. . 

This means increases of some 
crops and decreases of others. It 
means preparation to meet the 
hazards of drouth and other vag- 
aries of nature. It means doing 
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image to Douaumont Ossuary, France, where ex-soldiers 
headed and pledged themselves to peace at a night ceremony.

Wallace then spoke of drouth aid, 
emphasizing WPA employment of 
destitute farmers and efforts to re- 
establish with Government help 
those whose land was too poor to 
yield -a living.

But, from the standpoint of most 
farmers and consumers, he said, 
there is more of immediate prom- 
ise in the proper combination of 
crop loans, the ever-normal granary 
and crop insurance. 


“Insofar as the first three pow- 
ers can be sensibly put to work,” 
he said, “it will modify somewhat 
the exercise of the last power hav- 
ing to do with governmental] land 
purchase, because all of us know 
that on much of the wheat land 
of the west it is possible to produce 
wheat in ordinary years cheaper 
than any other place in the United 
States, whereas, with a succession 
of poor years people on these same 
lands are terribly up against it. 

“Premature judgment might lead 
one to conclude, especially after 
years such as we have been hav- 
ing recently, that great areas 
should be retired which in fact are 
capable of returning a decent liv- 
ing if the shock of drouth can be 
cushioned.” 


Wallace said the 1933 corn loans, 
by which farmers were advanced 
45 cents a bushel on grain sealed 
for future marketing, showed how 
crop loans benefited both farmers 
and consumers and brought about 
a partial realization of the ever- 
normal granary idea. 


Corn Supply and Prices. 


‘Many millions of bushels of corn 
which otherwise might have been 
sold for 25 cents a bushel in late 
1933 or early i934 were held until 
the late summer of 1934,” he said, 
“and undoubtedly, as a result of 
this loan, corn did not go as high 
in price as it otherwise would have 
gone as a result of the terrible 
drouth of 1934. This surplus was 
carried over until it was really 
needed. Both supplies and prices 
were held more nearly constant. 


“The ever-normal granary is a 
device for protecting consumers 
against drouth and farmers against 
excessively low prices caused by 
extremely favorable weather. Both 
farmers and consumers are bene- 
fited by more nearly constant sup- 
plies and prices from year to year. 


“Until we regain lost export out- 
lets—and gradual progress is be- 
ing made—we must devise other 
means to assure the nation ade- 
quate reserve supplies. 


“It is the farmers’ duty to the 
nation and to the consumers of 
the nation to produce: enough food 
in every year, no matter how se- 
vere the drouth, so that there will 
be no likelihood of anyone going 
hungry. If the consumers of the 
nation hold the farmers to this 
duty in years of most severe 
drouth, it would seem that the con- 
sumers owe the farmers a recip- 
rocal duty in years of unusually 
favorable weather. 


“Reserve grain stored by farm- 
ers should be made to serve the 
nation in time of need without ex- 
acting an undue penalty from the 
farmer in ordinary years. How to 
do this is a challenge. With our 
wits sharpened by the urge of this 
drouth emergency today, I suggest 
that challenge be accepted.”

“In the old 
days such conditions would have 
brought on a general Indian upris- 
ing,” Burnett, a Methodist minister, 
said. “The Navajos especially are 
in an uproar. Right now it would 
be unsafe for John Collier (head of 
the Indian service) to visit that :

Hot Water, Steamer or Oven, and Pressure 
Cooker Best for Various Fruits 
or Vegetables. 


FIRST ARTICLE. 


' Canning is the method of pre 
serving food with the aid of heat 
and air-tight containers as —_ 
as possible in the condition in whic 
it would be served when freshly 
cooked. It is a good and economical 
method of preserving many foods 
for the seasons and places where 
they are not available fresh. 
Canned foods add variety to the 
daily meal and make possible a 
better balanced diet whose value 
cannot be measured from a health 
standpoint. 

To can foods successfully one 
must understand the two important 
causes for rapid food spoilage. One 
must also know the methods by 
which this spoilage may be pre- 
vented. 

Check Enzymes. 


First of all, there are present in 
all fresh fruits and vegetables sub- 
stances called “enzymes.” These 
enzymes bring about the normal 
ripening of fruits and vegetables 
and also the final decay unless they 
are checked. Since heating is a 
necessary step in canning and these 
enzymes are easily destroyed by 
heat, it is only necessary to avoid 
the changes they may bring about 
in food between the time it is gath- 
ered and the time it is cooked. This 
is why canning experts insist upon 
the importance of canning fruits 
and vegetables as soon as_ they 
have been gathered. 

The second and more important 
cause of food spoilage is the action 
of three groups of tiny organisms 
which are present everywhere: in 
the air, soil and water. They are 
bacteria, yeasts and molds. Yeasts 
and molds are easy to kill and do 
not cause so much difficulty in can- 
ning. Bacteria are the real trou- 
ble makers. Many types go through 
a spore phase in their life cycle and 
this is the phase in which they are 
very difficult to kill. 

Processing Kills Bacteria. 

When all bacteria, yeasts and 
molds are killed and the product is 
sealed steaming hot within an air- 
tight container, the food is said to 
be sterilized. The application of 
heat to foods during canning in or-

der to kill bacteria is called “proc- 
essing.” 

When unheated air comes in con- 
tact with food it spoils, not because 
of the air, but because of all the 
yeast, molds and bacteria that it 
contains. It is not enough to de 
stroy the micro-organisms by proc- 
essing. The food must be protected 
from the air by hermetical seals to 
be successfully canned. 

To kill bacteria by heat in can- 
ning, the degree of temperature and 
the length of time it is applied must 
be considered. A very high temper- 
ature may produce a sterile prod- 
uct, but at the sacrifice of flavor 
and texture. The temperature ap- 
plied should ordinarily be the low- 
est necessary to accomplish the de- 
sired result. It varies with the kind 
of bacteria present, with the acidity 
of the foods to be canned. 

No growing or vegetative forms 
of bacteria will survive for any 
length of time at the temperature 
of boiling water (212 degrees Fahr- 
enheit). The spore form is much 
tougher and is killed by prolonged 
heating at the boiling point where 
the fruit or vegetable is nearly neu- 
tral or only slightly acid. In acid 
juices like those of fruits and to- 
matoes, both growing and spore 
forms of bacteria are killed at the 
temperature of boiling water (212 
degrees). : 

Requires Prolonged Heating. 


Bacteria that require long-contin- 
ued heating at boiling temperatures 
may be killed more quickly by the 
high temperatures that prevail in 
a pressure cooker. The necessary 
time of heating varies with some 
organisms from six hours at 212 
degrees, to 30 minutes at 240 de- 
grees, the temperature obtained by 
steam under 10 pounds of pressure. 

The number of bacteria present 
at the time of canning influences 
the effectiveness of the method of 
canning. It is important, therefore, 
to see that the food to be canned 


is perfectly clean. Likewise, fresh- 


ly gathered foods and those free 
from decay will give better results 
than those that have been gathered 
a day or two before the canning. 
The distribution of heat through- 
out every portion of food canned 
depends upon a number of factors 
and will be discussed later in de- 


tail. 
Types Vary. 
The types of micro-organisms vary 
with the different foodstuffs and 
with geographical distribution.

Ex- 
tra care should be taken to remove 
all traces of soil before these vege- 
tables are made ready for canning. 

Botulism is the nightmare of the 
home canner and that is why prop- 
(er processing is stressed. Many 
cases of food poisoning have been 
_traced directly to the presence of 
these bacteria and there has been 
much study to find the temperature 
‘and conditions necessary for de- 
stroying them. It has been found 
that they will not grow in salt solu- 
tions where the percentage of salt 
is higher than 9 per cent. They are 
destroyed at boiling temperature if 
the solution is sufficiently acid.

A wire basket answers this pur- 
pose and also makes it possible to 
lift a large number of jars in and 
out of the water bath at one time. 
A basket of this kind can be made 
by a tinner at small cost or at 
home from wire mesh fencing. 

: Steamers and Ovens. 

Steamers and ovens are two oth- 
er methods of applying heat in 
home canning. In a steamer where 
the steam circulates but is not un- 
der pressure the temperature sur- 
rounding the can or jar will be the 
same as in the boiling water bath. 

In oven canning the temperatures 
recommended range from 250 de- 
gress to 275 degrees. These temp- 
eratures are practically the same 
as those obtained in the boiling 


water bath or steamer. Higher oven | 


temperature is not practical be- 
cause of the greater loss of liquid 
through evaporation from the un- 
sealed jars. It is very important 
that the jars be only partially 
sealed when they are processed in 
the oven because the accumulated 
steam would smash them. For this 
reason sealed tin cans may not be 
used. The hot water bath, the 
steamer and the oven can be used 
successfully for processing fruits, 
tomatoes, pickled beets and ripe 
pimientos. 

For meats and non-acid vegeta- 
bles a pressure cooker is the most 
dependable. Here it is possible to 
obtain higher temperatures than 
are possible in the hot water bath. 
The pressure cooker should be 
strongly built with a tightly clamp- 
ing top so there is no leakage of 
steam. There must be an air out- 
let with a petcock, a pressure 
gauge, a thermometer and a safety 
valve. Since the temperature is a 
measure of the pressure it is as- 
sumed that the one can be inter- 
preted in terms of the other. The 
pressure gauge does not always in- 
dicate the temperature within the 
canner. Therefore it is better to 
have both the gauge and the ther- 
mometer in order to check one 
against the other. The tempera- 
ture reached in a pressure cooker 
is in direct proportion to the steam 
pressure and is dependent upon the 
air having been completely removed 
from within the cooker. This is 
accomplished by allowing seven 
minutes to elapse after steam is- 
sues from the petcock before it is 
closed.

to insufficient “bulk” 
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With non-acid vegetables and meats 
there is no assurance that they are 
killed at the temperature of boil- 
|ing water (212 degrees) unless the 
material is heated for as long as 
six hours. If a higher tempera- 
ture is used the heating time may 
be decreased. 

The possibility of botulism is the 
reason why the use of a pressure 
cooker is stressed where meats or 
non-acid vegetables are to be 
canned. Special precautions must 
be taken in the regions in which 
previous outbreaks of botulism 
have occurred or where special dif- 
ficulties in canning have shown the 
soil to be heavily contaminated 
with other heat resisting bacteria. 

Perhaps the commonest method 
of applying heat in home canning 
is by the use of the water bath. 
If water is boiled in an open ves- 
sel or in one on which the top is 
not clamped down, the temperature 
reached is never higher than the 
boiling point. All additional heat 
applied goes to changing the water 
to steam and the water boils away. 
Thus, the temperature of the con- 
tents of the can does not go higher 
than the surrounding water. 

The boiling point of water at any 
place depends on the atmospheric 
pressure which changes with the 
altitude. At sea level it is 212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit and it decreases 
as the altitude increases. For ex- 
ample, at an altitude of 3000 feet, 
the boiling point would be 206 de- 
grees whereas at 8400 feet it would 
decrease to 196 degrees. 

A water bath canner may be 
made from a wash boiler, bucket 
or any vessel that has a tight cover 
and is large enough to hold a con- 
venient number of jars. It should 
be fitted with a rack to hold jars 
away from the bottom of the uten-

“We have lived to carry on our 
shoulders the responsibility for the 
results of our experiments, which 
in other fields have been passed on 
to future generations. Aviation 
has created the most fundamental 
change ever made in war. 

“It has abolished what we call 
defensive warfare,” he continued. 
“We can no longer protect our fam- 
flies with an army ... Aviation 
has brought a revolutionary change 
to a world already staggering from 
changes. It is our responsibility to 
make sure that in so doing wé do 
not destroy the very things we wish 
to protect.” 

“While we have been drawing the 
world closer together in peace, we 
have stripped the armor from every 
nation in war,” he said. “It is no 
longer possible to shield the heart 
of a country with its army.” 

“It is especially a privilege for 
anyone interested in aviation to 
visit modern Germany. The name 
of Germany weaves in and out 
through the history of aviation. 
Germany has set many examples 
which have stimulated the rest of 
the world. 

“It must give every German a 
feeling of real pride to see the 
Hindenburg and the Graf Zeppelins 
and to realize his country stands 
supreme without a rival, in the field 
of lighter-than-air craft.” 

Lindbergh described what he has 
seen in Europe as “serious.” 

“We must look for a new type 
of security,” he said. “Security 
which rests in intelligence and not 
force.” Lindbergh had visited air- 
plane plants here before making 
his address. 

After his speech Col. and Mrs. 
Tindbergh were guests at a tea and 
reception at Templehof Air Field. 
They were taken for a ride in Geer- 
many’s largest commercial machine, 
the Jonkers 42-passenger “Hinden- 
burg,” by Capt. Otto Bauer, a vet- 
eeraAn @erman airman. 

Capt. Bauer soon relinguished 
control to Lindbergh, who flew the 
machine toward Potsdam and 
Batelsberg and then over the Olym- 
pie stadium in Berlin. Previously 
Lindbergh had gone up in a ma- 
chine equipped fof blind flying. 
Emerging from the “Hindenburg,” 
he climbed into plane after plane. 


TUGWELL FINDS 97,000 FARM 
FAMILIES NEED DROUTH AID 


Says One-Half of Rural Population 
of Four Northwestern States 
Are Affected. 

By the Associated Press. 

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 23.—Rex- 
ford Guy Tugwell, Federal Reset- 
tlement Administrator, describing 
the Northwest drouth “in some re- 
spects worse than 1934,” today said 
97,000 families, or one-half the farm 
population of four states, would re- 
quire some form of Federal aid, 

Returned from a swing through 
the heart of the Dakotas-Montana- 
Wyoming dry sector, Tugwell as- 
gserted “we have no way to esti- 
mate” how much the Federal aid 
bill will be. 

“In some respects the situation is 
worse than 1934,” said Tugwell. “In 
some respects it is better, but the 
water table is lower, the fields are 
completely bare over much of the 
region and the grass is thinner. 

“The better half is shown in the 
rapidity with which cattle were 
evacuated from the area and the 
system by which foundation herds 
were retained, This side of the pic- 
ture is better than two years ago.” 

North and South Dakota will 
have 40,000 farm families each de- 
pendent upon some form of Fed- 
eral assistance, the administrator 
continued, Wyoming will have 5000 
and Montana 12,000. Sixty per cent 
of the 97,000 added, received some 
form of Federal aid last year.

PAYMENTS BY LIFE INSURANCE 
COMPANIES DECREASE IN 1935 


$200,000,000 Drop in U. 8S. and Can- 
ada; Figure Is $2,908,653,000. 

CHICAGO, July 23.—A $200,000,- 
000 drop in payments by life insur- 
ance companies last year to policy- 
holders and beneficiaries to slight- 
ly below three billions of dollars 
was attributed in part today to “de- 
cided improvement in business and 
general economic conditions.” An- 
other cause advanced by the Na- 
tional Underwriter, a magazine, was 
decreased dividends due to lower 
interest rates on investments. 

Total payments in the United 
States and Canada for the year were 
‘set at $2,908,653,302, compared to 
$3,101,525,930 in 1934. 

Business improvement, the mag- 
azine said, caused fewer persons to 
stop payments and cash in on poli- 
cies. The four largest individual 
payments as a result of deaths dur- 
ing the year were to Benjamin Ben- 
singer, Chicago, president of the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender Co., $2,- 
500,000; Calvert B. Cottrell, Wes- 
terly, R. L, president of C. B. Cot- 
trell Sons Co., $1,020,000; John G. 
Treanor, Los Angeles, $670,783, and 
Will Rogers, the humorist, $582,000. 


TAYLORVILLE WPA STRIKERS 
WARNED AGAINST INTIMIDATION 


Sheriff Tells Them Not to Inter- 
fere With Those Remain- 
ing on Job. 

TAYLORVILLE, Ill., July 23—A 
warning to WPA employes, on 
strike for higher wages, that he 
would permit no interference or 
intimidation of those remaining at 
their jobs was given today by 
Sheriff Ed Marvel of Christian 
county, as 100 pickets from Tay- 
lorville and Pana induced 22 men 
employed on the high school ath- 
letic field project at the latter place 
to join the strike. 

A deputy sheriff was on hand but 
no violence occurred. A committee 
of pickets was allowed to talk to 
the men at work who voted to 
strike until at least Monday. Em- 
ployes on five other Pana projects 
remained away from their jobs as 
the strike spread. 

Two truck loads of men left on a 
tour of projects where the men were 
still working in an effort to in- 
duce all WPA employes in the coun- 
ty to join the protest for higher 
wages.

Elders J. Johnson, 28-year-old Ne- 
gro ex-convict whose city driver’s 
license was revoked last June 24, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon in 
the driver’s. license office in the 
basement of the City Hall when he 
attempted to get another license un- 
der the name of Jesse Williams. 

Johnson lost his license at the 
same time when he was fined $100 
in Police Court for careless driv - 
ing and destruction of city proper- 
ty. He has served three terms in 
the penitentiary for burglary. 

He was booked by police charged 
with attempting to obtain a driver's 
license under a false name. 


INDIAN INCENDIARISM RUMOR 


Dakota Grass Fires Investigated on 
Report of Antagonism. 

PIERRE, S. D., July 23. — Ru- 
mors, described as possibly fanci- 
ful, that Indians are seeking to 
drive white men out of the 
Southwestern South Dakota reser- 
vation country by setting fires to 
destroy range grass were investigat- 
ed today by State and Federal avu- 
thorities. 

Thousands of acres have been 
burned over by recurring prairie 
fires. Gov. Tom Berry, whose ranch 
lands have been extensively dam- 
aged, said there was talk that some 
of the Indians believed that by 
burning all grass country they could 
run white people out of the reser- 
vation; then get the Indian depart- 
ment to stock the land with cattle 
and buffalo and return to their old 
custom of living. The Governor 
said 30 fires had occurred on the 
Rosebud and Pine Ridge reserva-

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LEMKE HITS DROUTH 
POLICY OF WALLACE 


Rejected Idea of ‘ Reserveirs, 
but “Spends Money to De- 
stroy Property.” 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Assail- 
ing what he called the “brainiess 
trust” an¢ “littie nureaucrats,” Con- 
gressman Lemke oi North Dakota, 
presidential candidate of the Union 
party, asserted yesterday that Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace 
should “rs prosecuted for using 
money entrusted to him to destroy 


property.” 

In an address before the National 
Press Club, Lemke said Wallace 
had turned down a measure he pro- 
posed to-build lakes and reservoirs 
in the Middie West and warned 
“the great American desert is on 
the way, and if we don’t get ste-*- 
ed pretty soon there won't be any 
water to conserve.”

GOVERNMENT REVENUE 
LARGEST SINCE 1921 


Total Is $3,520,000,000 for 
Fiscal Year Just 
Closed. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 23. — A 
comparison of Treasury records to- 
day disciwsed that Government 
revenues for the fiscal year just 
closed were the largest for any 
year since 1921. At the same time, 
a breakdown of receipts for the 
year showed the income tax going 
back toward its once dominant 
position as the source of most of 
the Government’s income. 

Total Federal revenues from all 
taxation sources were $3,520,000,000 
for the fiscal year. Not since 1921, 
when they totaled $4,595,000,000 
have they been higher. For that 
15-year period, moreover, 1935 was 
second highest, with revenue total- 
ing $3,299,000,000. 

In 1929, income tax receipts pro- 
vided 79.4 per cent of the Govern- 
ment’s revenues. The next year the 
ratio dropped to 78.5, then to 76.6 
in 1932 it fell to 67.7 per cent; 
/in 1933 to 46 per cent and in 1934 
it reached a bottom of 30.6 per 
cent. 

In the fiscal year 1935 it rose to 
33.5 per cent, and that trend was 


continued by the figures for 


the percentage at 40.5. 

Two reasons were assigned for 
the depression years’ drop in that 
percentage. The obvious one of 
rapidly shrinking incomes, and a 
second in the fact that to make up 
for this loss in revenues, numerous 
excise taxes were imposed, to- 
gether with repeal and taxes on 
liquor. 

As compared with 1935, all cate- 
gories of taxation, income, liquor 
taxes and miscellaneous taxes 
showed increases, but the biggest 
gain was in income taxes. They 
jumped $322,000,000 from $1,105,000,- 
000 to $1,427,000,000, liquor taxes 
gained $94,000,000 from $411,000,000 
to $505,000,000 and miscellaneous 
taxes rose $259,000,000 from $1,256,- 
000,000 ‘to. $1,515,000,000. 

For the fact that 1936 produced 
a 15-year record in Government re- 
ceipts, several causes were given, 
notably that an increasing national 
income has encountered tax rates 
at levels seldom approached within 
that period and that more _ items 
and activities are subject to taxa- 
tion than at any time in those 
years.

While it cannot be denied that the 
correct contract was reached, it 
would appear that there was a 
grave danger, from West's point of 
view, that he was stopping short of 
a laydown grand slam. Today, East 
would need greater honor strength 
to bid three ho trump over one 
spade, the modern trend being to 
hold a little in reserve in responses, 
rather than “stretch.” 
The play goes as follows: 
North opens the club queen; de- 
clarer counts his losers and _ sees 
that his only danger (asssuming 
that the trumps do not lie five in 
one hand) is that clubs will not 
break and that two club tricks, 
therefore, may be lost. To guard 
against this possibility, he prepares 
for a squeeze. He wins the first 
trick with the club king,and, in 
order to “get a count” on the oppo- 
nents’ hands, begins the elimination 
of the diamond suit. A diamond to 
the ace, and a diamond ruff, fol- 
lowed by the lead of a spade to 
dummy’'s king, and the ruff of a 
third diamond discloses the fact 
that North originally held six dia- 
monds (South failing to follow on 
the third round). The adverse 
trumps are drawn, dummy discard- 
ing a club, and then a club is led 
toward dummy. When North fails 
to follow, the bad news is out. De- 
clarer must not make the mistake 
of winning this trick with the ace. 
He must duck in dummy, in order 
to set the stage for the necessary 
squeeze. South wins and, let us 
say, returns a club. (No other lead 
would change the result.) Dummy’s 
ace wins; declarer leads to his heart 
ace and the situation stands: 


East South 
8 notrump Pass 
6 spades ' Pass 


The jack of trumps is the “coup 
de grace.” North must keep his dia- 
mond to top dummy’s seven, there- 
fore he must blank his heart jack. 
Dummy lets go the diamond and 
now South is in the same trouble 
as his partner. He must keep the 
high club and, therefore, cannot 
guard the heart suit. A perfect

F you're looking for something 
le and interesting in handi- 
work, consider the possibilities of 
silk lamp shade making. A really 
handsome silk lamp shade is ex- 
pensive to buy. That is because it 
has to be handmade and of the 
best pure silks since a lamp shade 


gets very hard wear. It is stretched 
tightly on the frame in the first 
place, and then for as long as it 
is in use, it is exposed to a high de- 
gree of wear. So if you make a 
lamp shade, be sure to get special 
lamp shade silks or else pure silks. 
For the lining use radium silk and 
for binding the frame, get silk 
tape. Use manilla thread for the 
sewing. It takes approximately 
one-half yard of silk for the outside 
of the shade and the same amount 
of lining silk. For winding the 
frame, you will need about three 
rolls of tape. The amount of trim- 
ming required depends on the de- 
sign of the lamp. If you select 
guaranteed lamp shade materials, 


Step 5. 


your shade can be washed in mild 
soap suds without injury. 

Having selected frame, silk, 
matching color tape and trimmings, 
proceed as follows: 

Cover frame of shade with bind- 
ing tape. The illustration entitled 
Step 1 shows the proper way to 
hold the frame steady as you wind 
the spoke. Note the position of 
the fingers. 

When the frame is taped, decide 
which two upright spokes directly 
opposite each other are taped the 
tightest and take them as the moor- 
ing poles for pinning’ the lining. 
Then, find the true bias of your 
lining silk and lay the material in- 
side the frame loosely, smooth the 
material to fit around half of the 
upper rim of the frame, then pin 
in place. (See Step 2). Where you 
encounter the center cross pieces 
of the shade which goes across the 
top rim of the frame, slash the ma- 
terial to the taped lower rim. Cut 
away the extra material, leaving 
about an inch and a half border 
beyond the rim. Change and tight- 
en those places that are loose by 
correcting the position of the pins. 


Now start sewing your lining on. 

Holding the frame by the spokes, 
pull back the lining over the rims 
and sides. Now, you sew back, pull- 
ing the material taut as- you do 
and using small, neat over-casting 
stitches. After you have finished 
one side, repeat the process in ex- 
actly the same order on the other 
half of the shade. Only, in this 
case, when the two halves of the 
lining meet at the mooring poles, 
lay the second half of the lining 
over the first half. Hold it tight- 
ly, pin it smoothly and sew it down 
flat so that there are no marks or 
ridges. When your lining is en- 
tirely adjusted and sewed, cut off 
close to the stitching. 


Now you are ready to apply the 
outer covering of the shade (see 
step 3). Again place the material 
over just one half of the frame, 
using the same mooring poles. Be 
sure the material is on a true bias, 
then pin it into place. Pull the 
material taut over the spokes, pin- 
ning it over the other stitching. 
Sew it down with the small over- 
casting stitches that you used to 
sew on the lining. Repeat this 
Same process with the other half 


of the outer cover, laying it over 
the first -half at the seams. 

After the cover has been sewed 
down all around, the edges are 
turned back and another stitching 
is made in the opposite direction 
so that there is an even finish 
along the rims (see step 4). After 
the final stitching, the superfluous 
material is entirely cut away up 
the sides and around top and bot- 
tom rims, so that you are ready for 
the finishing touches. 


The next step is covering the side 
seams with a bias fold (see step 5). 
To make this bias fold, cut a true 
band about an inch wide and a lit- 
tle longer than your side seam. 
Fold the outer edges so that they 
meet in the center of the fold and 
then fold again. Pin into place 
over the seam and then slip stitch 
this to the material, making certain 
that your stitches do not show on 
either side. Having done this, ap- 
ply your trimming (step 6).

Cream of Fresh Asparagus 
Soup 

Remove the tips from three small 
bunches of asparagus. Peel and cut 
the stalks. Cook in: one pint of 
chicken or veal broth with one slice 
of onion, a small bay leaf and a 
few branches of parsley. When all 
is tender rub through a sieve. Melt 
two tablespoons of butter with one 
of flour and gradually pour on 
three cups of milk and one of 
cream. At the boiling point add 
the asparagus pulp and liquor. Do 
not let boil after the asparagus has 
been added. Add. the tips which 
have been thinly sliced and cooked 
in a iittle milk. Season the last 
thing with salt, pepper and paprika 
to taste, as it is apt to curdle if 
seasoned while cooking. 

Frozen Tomato Salad Ring 

Cook one large can of tomatoes 
with two medium sized onions cut 
in quarters, two tablespoons of 
sugar, one teaspoon salt, one-quar- 
ter teaspoon pepper, one teaspoon 
of mild vinegar and one teaspoon 
of celery seeds until soft.

Mix 
in one small bottle of capers and 
one cup of silvered, blanched and 
browned almonds. Toss all togeth- 
er with two cups of highly seasoned 
mayonnaise. Garnish top with 
pickle fans.

Two cups of flour. 

Four teaspoons of baking pow- | 
der. 

One teaspoon salt. 

Two tablespoons butter.

Roll as for -jelly roll and cut 
down in one-inch slices. Bake cut 
side down from 10 to 15 minutes 
in a hot oven.

One quart of stoned cherries.

F there is one single advantage, 
| ereater than any other that 

mothers, subjected to advice 
from today’s pédiatricians, have 
profited by, it is adherence to a 
supervised schedule of procedure. 
The child is a creature of habit and 
fixed routine... Deviations from an 
accustomed order of existence, even 
to a moderate degree, are usually 
immediately reflected in ill temper, 
breakdowns in discipline, disturbed 
appetite and a shortened sleep pe- 
riod. 

Clearly, a “planned living,” a 
“balanced budget” of daily events 
in the small child’s life, should react 
favorably toward his physical well- 
being. It should, in turn, be reflect- 
ed later on in his greater value to 
society, if he is a product of a well 
ordered youthful period of living, 
and is equipped with a healthy 
body and an orderly mind. 

Discussions of the feeding of a 
normal infant or child often seem 
to make parents lose sight of all but 
a desperate urgency to get the food 
down, either by cajolery or sheer 
force. This concerted action on the 
part of mothers has developed a 
new worry for the pediatrician—the 
child who will not eat. 

As a result, we have the amusing 
spectacle of innumerable radio pro- 
grams and other devices designed 
to wheedle the young into eating. A 
kindly Popeye shows his prowess 
resulting from the eating of spin- 
ach. Our cereals must not only be 
tasty and nutritionally good, they 
must provide musical entertainment 
as well, This approach, while help- 
ful, seems to have gone far enough. 

Thus, modern nutritional science 
applied to the feeding of children 
has been somewhat of a boomerang. 
Experimental laboratory work has 


expect a longer lease of healthier 
life, an earlier and longer prime of 
life (not merely a longer old age) 
and more buoyant health through- 
out the life-cycle, if we apply our 
present nutritional knowledge. All] 
this is true, but a high pressure ap- 
proach, an overly emphasized 
“must” program of eating, will be 
likely to result in a distaste for 
these urged foods. 

Another difficulty has been that 
mothers pick up snatches of some- 
times quite unrelated nutritional 
knowledge or advice and try to ap- 
ply them to their individual prob- 
lems. Mrs. Jones’ Tommy is a 
healthy youngster a little above the 
average in height and weight; Mrs. 
Jones’ doctor has said that Tommy 
should have certain foods in spe- 
cified amounts. 

Mrs. Brown’s Peter, while Tom- 
my’s age, is not nearly so large. 
But Mrs. Brown, anxious to keep 
up with the Jones, centers her ef- 
forts on forcing Peter to eat just 
what Tommy eats, hoping he will 
catch up to Tommy. It may be 
that Peter is a pint-sized child of 
pint-sized parents. He may even 
be really more fit and less sus- 
ceptible than Peter to colds and 
the usual children’s upsets, despite 
his smaller size. No matter—Mrs. 
Brown, worshipping standardized 
sizes in children, struggles on until 
Peter rebels.

OT only will he be likely to re- 
N bel mentally, but his stomach ca- 

pacity and physical needs may 
not be the same as Tommy’s. He may 
even have a physical inability to 
use the foods on which Tommy 
thrives. Eggs, spinach, wheat pro- 
ducts, even milk, are sometimes 
contraindicated in an individual’s 
diet, no matter how intrinsically 
valuable these foods may be for 
the majority. 

While mothers may profit by 
having an intelligent understand- 
ing of the principles of nutrition 
and knowing which foods are good 
and why, yet each child needs a 
routine check-up by a competent 
pediatrician who fits the diet to 
the child, instead of fitting the 
child to the diet. 

Not only is this essential for ade- 
quate care of the normal child in 
health. It is of tremendous ad- 
vantage in the emergencies of sud- 
den illness. The child looks upon 
his doctor as his friend, whom he 
sees regularly and under happy 
circumstances, not as an ogre who 
appears only when he is ill. He 
develops confidence in this trusted 
friend and accepts his treatment 
unquestioningly. The doctor knows 
his patient’s mental and physical 
background, and is thus better fit- 
ted to cope with the often alarm- 
ing emergencies that develop in 
the life of an infant and small 
child. 

Granted then, that each child 
remains an individual problem, re- 
quiring rather specific physical as 
well as psychological direction, 
there are generalities, applicable 
to all. 

Early in the infant's career, we 
have the problem of a small body 
that requires, roughly, 50 calories 
of food to the pound, whereas the

tively simple for the first half-year 
of life. There is less possibility of 
‘underfeeding or overfeeding, pro- 
vided nursings are at proper inter- 
jvals. In addition, mother’s milk is 


shown dramatically that we may . 
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suited to the digestion of the child. 

According to Dr. W. McKim Mar- 
riott, writing in his second edition 
of Infant Nutrition (1935): “In 
general, infants who are breast 
fed are larger, healthier and 
suffer less from diaease than those 
who are artificially fed. The 
mortality during the first few 
months of life is, according to most 
statistics, lower among infants who 
are entirely breast fed.” Thus there 
is every reason for the prospective 
mother to fit herself physically to 
nurse her baby. It is easier and 
cheaper, as well. 

In contrast to this, we do know 
that, provided we adopt the modern 
principles of nutrition, an infant 
may be well nourished by a pre- 
pared formula and be as healthy in 
every respect as a breast-fed infant. 
The epical adventures of the heroic 
country doctor, Allan Dafoe, and 
his famous quintuplets, serves as 
a magnificent illustration of the ad- 
vance of nutritional science, com- 
bined with devoted nursing care. 

When there are serious objections 
to breast feeding or need for sup- 
plementary feedings, it becomes 
necessary to devise a suitable form- 
ula. Since the baby does not re- 
quire the structural development of 
the calf, and the calf does not need 
the human infant’s caloric require- 
ments per pound of body weight, we 
have the problem of “modifying” 
cow’s milk. 

This problem resolves itself into 
dilution of cow’s milk to reduce the 
percentage of protein and inorganic 
salts (building material contained 
in amounts essential for the calf’s 
body structure) to that approaching 
the composition of human milk. At 
the same time the energy or caloric 
value must be increased by the ad- 
dition of a carbohydrate in the 
form of commercial preparations of 
either dextrimaltose, glucose (corn 
syrup), lactose (milk sugar) or 
sometimes sucrose (ordinary cane 
sugar). 

Diluting cow’s milk with one- 
third or one-half water tends to 
make it approach the digestibility 
of human milk. Other means some- 
times resorted to in order to in- 
crease digestibility are: a reduction 
in the amount of fat (removing one 
or two ounces of cream from the 
top of the bottle); the use of “acid. 
ified” milk; heating; and the use 
of dried or evaporated milks. 

Then we.have various commer- 
cial prejarations designed as “com- 
plete” iftant foods, and special 
preparations for certain conditions 
such as in diarrhea or for those 
who react unfavorably to the pro- 
teins of milk. No set rule can be 
followed in preparing formulas, as 
each baby varies somewhat in 
weight and digestive powers. The 
formula will therefore need to be 
adjusted by the attending pediatri- 
cian to fit the baby’s needs. 

Certain general statements apply, 
however. The baby at birth has a 
store of iron which may or may not 
be sufficient to tide him over the 
first six months of age. The bot- 
tle baby is likely to get less iron 
than he would from human milk, 
Therefore, the pediatrician will 
usually add iron in some form, 
perhaps as egg yolk. Even the!

or sixth month, in the form of 
small amounts of vegetable purees, 
egg yolk, prune puip—soft, but 
nourishing. 

Another need presents itself not 
only to the bottle-fed baby but to 
the breast-fed as well. Vitamins A 
and D in the form of cod liver or 
oil fortified with vitamin Dis usual- 
ly administered during the first 
month, particularly during the win- 
ter. Sometimes irradicated milk or 
milk fortified with cod-liver-oil con- 
centrates is used instead of, or as 
a supplement to, cod liver oil. 

Vitamin C in the form of orange 
juice, while not so necessary as an 
antiscorbutic for the breast-fed 
baby, is of the utmost importance 
for the bottle-fed baby. One totwo 
tablespoons of orange juice, or two 
to three tablespoons of tomato 
juice, or the equivalent in a concen- 
trate preparation of this vitamin is 
usually given to the artificially fed 
infant. This with the gradual ad- 
ditions of well-cooked cereal gruels, 
pureed vegetables and fruits, and 
egg yolk to the diet at the age of 
six months or before, the baby is 
usually somewhat prepared for 
weaning from the breast or bottle 
at eight or nine months. At this 
time, he is probably able to take his 
milk undiluted. 


P TO the age of 18 months it 
i: generally considered safest 

to boil the milk. One purpose 
is to increase the digestibility. But 
in addition, boiling for three min- 
utes effectively destroys any harm- 
ful bacteria. While there is some 
precipitation of calcium (of little 
practical importance) and destruc- 
tion of Vitamin C. when milk is 
boiled, yet most pediatricians feel 
that this procedure is essential, 
even with. pasteurized or certified 
milk. 

The loss of Vitamin C when milk 
is boiled may be readily corrected 
by the addition of orange or to- 
mato juice to the diet. While boiled 
milk is popularly supposed to be 
constipating, much of this opinion 
is probably due to the fact that 
diarrhea is less likely to occur 
when boiled milk is used. 

Through the first year of life the 
number of feedings, amounts, pro- 
portions of the formula and addi- 
tions to the diet will be subject to 
change by the attending pediatri- 
cian. During the second year, fecd- 
ings are usually reduced to three 
or four in the 24 hours, at regular 
intervals throughout the day. It is 
here that breaks in the schedule 
and faulty training in food habits 
are likely to occur. Nothing should 
be permitted between feeding ex- 
cept water and the allowed amount 
of fruit juice.

than one and one-half pints of 
whole milk (or a total of one quart, 
part of which may be used in cereal, 
soups or desserts) either boiled or 
in the form of evaporated milk up 
to 18 months, when either pas- 
teurized or certified milk may be 
used. During hot weather, how- 
ever, it is safer to boil the milk. 
Most cereals should be well cooked 
in a double boiler for from 45 min- 
utes to four hours. And when 
necessary (for underweight children 
or those with limited eating capac- 
ity) cereals may be cooked in milk 
or half-milk and water. 

Vegetables usually selected are 
carrots, peas, string beans, toma- 
toes, potatoes, tender beet tops or 
beets. None of the water used in 
cooking the vegetables should be 
discarded, since it contains much 
of the valuable mineral salts and 
vitamins. The cooked vegetables 
should be well mashed with a fork, 
and if there is any evidence of 


diarrhea or faulty digestion, they 


should be put through a fine sieve. | 


Here is where the canned baby | 
vegetables come to the rescue. It | 
is difficult for the average mother | 
to prepare vegetables as suitable as 
these for the young child. | 

Eggs have been shown to be es- | 
pecially valuable for children when | 
there is no individual inability to | 
eat them. In general, the yolk | 
of an egg daily may be given in| 
amounts gradually increasing to a | 
whole yolk, from the fifth to 14° 
months. After this, a whole soft | 
cooked egg may be given daily, or | 
alternated with meat feedings, con- | 
sisting of three to six teaspoons of | 
scraped meat—beef, lamb or chick- 
en—lightly broiled or cut in very 
fine pieces, or liver at least once 
or twice a week. ‘ 


Broths from beef, lamb, mutton 
or chicken, with vegetables cooked | 
in the broth and lightly seasoned | 
with salt may be given every few 
days. 

Fruits in the form of one-third 
ounce of orange juice should be 
given daily, and stewed fruits (juice 
and pulp) of apples, peaches, apri- 
cots or prunes once or twice a day. 
Thoroughly ripe banana, well- 
mashed, is sometimes allowed. Sim- | 
ple custards and puddings, very | 
slightly sweetened, are additional | 
foods which serve to incorporate | 
milk and egg into the diet. As 
soon as teeth begin to appear, the

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child should have hard toast or 
zweibach on which to practice mas- 
tication. 

While the above foods will supply 
the child’s requirements for energy, 
protein, mineral matter and vita- 
mins, he will probably need added 
vitamin D in cod liver oil or vita- 
min-D fortified milk unless he has 
access to abundant sunshine. Pro- 
vided his diet is adequate, the prob- 
lem at this age is to accustom the 
child to new foods.

When it was all over, I told 
the interpreter how grateful I was 
for his splendid translation. He 
said modestly, ‘Oh, I do not speak 
English very well, I have not known 
it very long. ‘Do you know any 
other languages?’ I asked. ‘Oh, 
yes,’ he said, ‘French, German, Ital- 
ian, Rumanian, Bulgarian and 
some Spanish, the latter about like 
English, not very good.’ ‘Good God, 
man,’ I cried, ‘you ought to get a 
job in Moscow or abroad; a man like 
you would be invaluable abroad.’ 
He smiled. ‘I have had jobs abroad, 
and in Moscow too.’ ‘What were 
they?’ I asked. He smiled more 
broadly, ‘Plenipotentiary represen- 
tative of the Soviet at the Court of 
St. James, England, in Paris, and in 
Geneva. You see my name is Ra- 
kovski, so I do not think I shall 
soon get a job abroad, or even in 
Moscow.’ ” 

In point of fact, Rakovski, who 
was one of Trotzky’s closest friends, 
“stuck it out” longer than any of 
the other oppositionists. It was only 
at the end of 1933 that he finally 
asked forgiveness of the Central 
Committee, and even then his ap- 
peal, which was granted, was dig- 
nified and simple without any of 
the gross self-abasement exhibited 
by his fellow-exiles.

HAT the word Asiatic means 
Wis always been a problem for 

Westerners, who are wont to 
speak of the mystery and inscruta- 
bility of the Asiatic mind, but in 
the matter of politics, which is all 
that concerns me for the moment, 
the problem of Asia was solved 75 
years ago, at the time of the great 
Taiping Rebellion in China, by an 
old English civil: servant who had 
lived in China so long that the sense 
and feeling and spirit of China had 
permeated his mind and body.

It is little known, but I am con- 
vinced that it is a “key to under- 
standing” of Asiatic problems. 
Meadows’ thesis was simple: The 
Emperor was the Son of Heaven) 
therefore it was blasphemy and 
damnation to raise a finger against 
him or his; but sometimes Heaven 
grew tired of Its son or doubted his 
legitimacy, and turned away Its 
face from him. This only could be 
proved by results, that is to say, 
by a successful rebellion. If the 
rebellion did not succeed, the Em- 
peror was Son of Heaven and re- 
bellion was blasphemy, to be 
punished by the worst tortures 
that Chinese wit and leisure could 
devise; if it did succeed the rebels 
were not blasphemers but the cho- 
sen instruments of God. There in 
a nutshell is the key to Asia and 
the spring that winds its clock. 


Applying Meadows’ theory to Rus- 
sia, Lenin held power because 
Heaven had turned its face away 
from Kerensky as earlier it had 
disavowed Tsar Nicholas. When 
Lenin died what ignorant mortal 
could know whether Stalin or 
Trotzky was the chosen son? Only 
results could prove that, for the 
wisdom of China is as hard and 
immutable as the ‘law of nattre 
which decrees that the fittest must 
survive. Stalin rose and Trotzky 
fell; therefore Stalin, inevitably, was 
right and Trotzky wrong. That is 
the wisdom of Asia and it is per- 
haps not wholly an accident that 
Stalin’s blood is Asiatic—did he not 
ynce greet a Japanese correspondent 
with the words, “I too am Asiatic”? 
—-whereas Trotzky and his opposi- 
tion colleagues had drunk deep of 
the un-Russian waters of the West. 
It is not less significant that there 
is not a single member of the Po- 
litburo today who has spent more 
than three consecutive months out- 
side the boundaries of Russia (or 
U. 8. 8S. R.) or has anything save 
contempt for Western ideas of free- 
dom and democracy, or that the 
Politburo thinks what Stalin thinks 
and does what Stalin orders. Not 
one of them, ever, begins or ends 
a public speech without reference 
to their leader Stalin who ranks 
higher than any Tsar because he 
has been proved by conflict “the 
chosen Son of Heaven.” 

I do not for a moment suppose 
that the eminent Meadows really 
believed that God in his Heaven 
selected this one or that one to be 
ruler of the Chinese people, any 
more than the Bolsheviks would be- 
lieve it now. What he wrote was 
an attempt to convey to Western 
readers in a manner they would 
understand the utterly different 
fashion of Chinese thoughts and 
methods from their own. I have 
followed his example, not only be- 
cause I think it is wise and right,

explain what is otherwise inexplic- 
able. The fundamental point of 
the Meadows thesis was that when 
things were unsettled, conflict set- 
tled them and gave the Asiatic mind 
what the Asiatic mind requires, 
namely, a clearly defined line to 
follow and an absolute ruler to de- 
fine it. In this conflict victory 
went to the side which deserved it 
most (which is what Meadows 
means by his reference to Deity), 
that is, by being the strongest and 
most fit. Stalin deserved his vic- 
tory because he was the strongest 
and because his policies were most 
fitted to the Russian character 
and folkways in that they estab- 
lished Asiatic absolutism and put 
the interests of Russian Socialism 
before those of international So- 
cialism, Trotzky may use his bril- 
liant pen to prove by all the Marx- 
ist texts that Stalin is no Marxist, 
and lesser scribes may follow him 
and prate of ruthless methods and 
the iron age and lament the bru- 
tality of purpose which drove 
through to its goal regardless of 
sacrifice and suffering. Stalin is 
no less of a Marxist than Lenin 
who never allowed his Marxism to 
blind him to the needs of expe- 
diency. When Lenin brought in N. 
E. P., he jettisoned Marxist prin- 
ciples more thoroughly than Stalin 
ever did, and when Lenin began a 
fight, whether the weapons were 
words or bullets, he showed no 
mercy to his opponents. It was 
Lenin 
Party Congress of 1921 which he 
had bludgeoned into accepting the 
policy of N. E. P., “I am fed up 
with those oppositions; I am going 
to put the lid on opposition and 
clamp it down.” Lenin always in- 
sisted—and Stalin followed him im- 
plicitly—that the worst mistake for 
a leader, especially a revolutionary 
leader, was to lose, touch with the 
masses, who, he, claimed, were in- 
stinctively right about the line that 
the leader should follow. To West- 
erners, who have accepted the phi- 
losophy of Gustave Le Bon that 
crowd psychology—i. e., the crowd 
mind, is on a level with the mind 
of its lowest units, Lenin’s 
dictum sounds incredible. I 
think there is here a confusion of 
terms that what Lenin really means 
was that the “chosen” leader was 
he who gave to the masses what 
was truly best for them in the sense 
of being most suited to their needs, 
however, unformulated, and to their 
aspirations, however unconscious, 
and that this was a prime element 
of his success.

“I have 
work to do and I told you that if 
there was anything you wanted to 
know about me, you could get it 
from the Foreign Office.” “I want 
he said.

As Nations of

‘6 ND they march past,” was 
A: line flashed on a moving- 
picture screen recently, as 
troops were shown on parade in 
Paris, Berlin, Moscow, Tokio, Rome 
and Washington, flags flying, bands 
playing. 

“But whither?” was the question 
flashed at the end, when the parades 
had passed by. Then the scene 
changed, and we saw a sporting 
event, a champion beaming with 
joy when he had won a prize. 

It is a picture of life nowadays. 
Everywhere troops are marching, 
and we do not watch them gaily. 
We look helplessly, and then avert 
our eyes, glad to be able to forget 
our fear and dismay. 

“But whither?” If only we could 
believe that a rational answer can 
be found to that question, our 
minds would be more easy. But our 
rulers are as befogged as we are, 
and listen as we do, intently, hope- 
fully, eagerly. But no one anywhere 
seems to have a useful word to say. 

As a result, we live in an atmos- 
phere of indefinable fear, and it 
imparts an air of unreality to our 
daily tasks. The preacher feels it 
in his study, the. mother in her 
home, like a pall. 

Still the troops are marching past 
—more, and ever more of them, 
‘with guns, tanks, planes, and all 
the weapons of war. It creates 
fear, and the troops themselves are 
the victims of the terror. 

How gladly most of them would 
break their ranks, drop their weap- 
ons, and leave their helmets for the 
birds to nest in, if only they could 
be free of the nameless, haunting, 
ghastly horror. 

The Prime Minister of England 
said it made him physically ill to 
have to ask Britain to add to her 
arms. Yet what else could he do, 
when other nations were feverishly 
piling up guns! 

All of us know it is insane, and 
may end in tragedy, but we go on 
with it, driven by fear we cannot 
heal and forces we are unable to 
resist. How can we put an end to 
fear is the world question. 

It is up to man—if he will not, 
cannot have faith in his fellows, his 
fanatical fear will end in—no one 
knows what.

machine. The owner and his wife 
and her cousin from the country 
were producing stockings without 
a license and selling them without 
paying taxes. He was arrested on 
the spot. Another had $20,000 
worth of foreign currency in a 
suit-case. He, too, was prompt- 
ly arrested for illegal specu- 
lation in foreign valuta. The re- 
maining three fared little better; 
the next morning they were in- 
formed that a new retroactive tax 
had been imposed upon all N. E. P. 
men of two or perhaps five or 
seven per cent upon the total turn- 
over of their last business year. 
Whatever the tax was, it coincided 
neatly with’ the value of their 
apartments and furniture! Vainly 
they protested that they had re- 
tired from business after paying all 
their taxes. This, they were told, 
Was a new tax, and retroactive. 
Within three days they were out in 
the streets with little more than 
the clothes they wore and some 
bedding. N. E. P. was good and 
gay for the N. E .P.-men while it 
lasted, but its end was glum. 

If I was writing about Americans 
or any Western nation I should say 
grim instead of glum, but Russians 
are different. Nine-tenths of all 
Russians that have ever lived have 
never been able to call their souls 
their own or had any property 
worth fighting for, and the remain- 
ing tenth have always known that 
their Lord the Tsar could strip 
them of their wealth and power 
and titles at a moment’s whim. 
Dear life itself was a hazard throw 
in Russia, but the Russian people, 
high or low, did not wilt or worry 
in circumstances that would have 
driven Westerners to despair or 
sword-in-hand revolt: “Nichevo,” 
said the Russians, shrugging their 
shoulders, “what of it?” That, too, 
is a philosophy of Asia.

Old New York

NEW YORK, July 22. 


OT long ago I spoke of mod- 
N ern Madison avenue as the 

smartest, brightest-eyed artery 
that carries the bounding blood of 
this Boom Town from the Battery 
to the Harlem River.

Add one 
cup water or stock, cabbage and 
two sour apples, diced or sliced. 
Cover and cook slowly. When 
nearly done, add three tablespoons 
vinegar, one tablespoon brown 
Sugar, one-quarter teaspoon all- 
spice and two cloves.
